A thankful army of unemployed workmen, 
who are unemployed because of the present 
business and industrial depression, will this 
week find workin Forest Park dy means of 
whichthey will earn the money to shield 
them and their families from starvation or 
begeary. 

The work willbe that of making a lake in 
Forest Park, a work made possible by the 
successful passage of the Lake Fund ordi- 
nance through the Municipal Assembly. 

The payment of wages for this great work 
will be from the Lake Employment Fund, 
raised by the corporate, public and private 
subscriptions of st.

This will be because St. Louis will 
then be practically solving the great prob- 
jem Ofa big city providing for its suffering 
unemployed. 

The progress of each and every day in For- 
est Park, from the beginning until the com- 
pletion of the proposed lake, will be a Deau- 
tiful and touching story. 

Every morning of that time will see at work 
on the lake an army of men who, but for that 
work, would be walking thé streets of St. 
Louls vainly seeking employment and dread- 
ing the piteous alternative of starvation or 
deg gary. 

Every evening will see on the grounds at 
Forest Park the paying off of these men, the 


Fund in wages, not alms. 

The men who have then found work on the 
Forest Park Lake will thus find their relief 
from distress also, but without the loss of 
self-respect. They will have earndéd tbe 
dally dollar that is paid them, not gained it 
by humiliating mendicancy.

the Forest Park Lake in preference to idle- 
ness and bexgary will prove to the world 
‘that he deserves help and is giad to help him- 
self by honest work if the opportunity be 
given him. 

Every day of the making of the proposed 
lake in Forest Park will see this splendid 
object-lessopn repeated in its glad sequence.

The cold winds winter may whistle 
through Forest’ Park and the snow fall and 
the frost sink into the earth, but the work of 
digging the Forest Park Lake will go right 
on. The men will be warmed with the work 
through the day, and they will be earning 
wages wherewith to keep comfortable homes 
at night. Homes where food and cloth- 
ing and shelter and happiness take 
the place of hunger and rags and exposure 
and wretchedness. 

This will be the meaning of the work in 
Forest Park day after day. And with this 
meaning of relief for the destitute unem- 
ployed, it will also be as practical a wore as 
the most confirmed Gradgrind could de- 
mand. 

It will be carried forward under the plans 
and daily supervision of the Board of Public 
Improvements. Themen employed will be 
mdn who would otherwise be in sore need, 
but they weill also be men who can do the 
work expected of them, and they will be 
under the control of an experienced Super- 
intendent. 

Every dollar of the Lake Employment Fund 
Will go towards paying the wages of the 
otherwise unemployed workmen, for which 
purpose the Fund was ratsed. 

The engineering superintendence of the 
lake work will be under the charge of Civil 
Engineer Branch H. Colby of the Board of 


j.Pubite Improvements, who is peculiarly fitted 
for the work. 


Mr. Colby has bad unusual ex- 
perience in this line, and among other works 
he mapped out the plans for the making of 
the Belle Island Lake at Detroit, Mich., now 
one of the famous pleasure resorts of this 
country. 

The Lake Fund ordinance as amended pro- 
vides that the lake work shall be com. 
pleted according to the plans and 
specifications of the Board of Public 
Improvements. This assures the practical 
nature ofthe work, because the Board of 
Public Improvements will see toit that the 
work is done practically and thoroughly. 

The financial interests and general man- 
agement of the Lake Employment Fund 
will be in charge of the Fund Committee, 
consisting of Rev, Samuel J. Niccolls, Mr. 
Henry C. Haarstick and Dr. Thos. O'Reilly. 

With this plain showing of its objects and 
purposes, its plans and detalls of execution, 
the Lake Employment Fund now enters the 
week when those plans are to be put into 
practical operation. 

It will not go out ofvexistence until there 
has come into existencea beautiful lake in 
St. Louis’ beautiful Forest Park as the proof 
of its great mission fulfilled, its pledges suc- 
cessfully made good. Inthe making of this 
lake will come the relief ofthe unemployed 
men of St. Louis, for these men are the ones 
who willl make the lake.

TRE MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE. 


It Meets to Approve the Lake Plans and 
Epecifications. 


The plans and specifications for the con- 
struction of the Lake at Forest Park have 
been approved. 

The Municipal Committee charged by the 
ordinance with the performance of that 
work, met yesterday. 

Mayor Walbridge and President McMath 
and Commissioners Holman and Fechter of 
the Board of Public Improvements were on 


hand promptly at 2 o’clock. His honor 
opened the meeting dy asking Mr. McMath 
to read the ordinance which he had signeda 
few hours previous. 

The question before us, said the Mayor 
eis to consider and approve plans that will 
best serve the end for which this tund was 
created. There is $380,000 available at the 
present moment.“ A general discussion as 
to the methods and means of excavation 
followed, it being finally agreed that ma- 
chinery should not be applied, as that would 
involve the employment of skilled labor 
only and defeat the end ofthe fund. It was 
taken for granted that shovels, wheel- 
barrows and carts would be employed. We 
have nothing to say about that, put in Mr. 
Holman. ‘‘What we want is to see how big 
a lake can be dug with the money at our dis- 
Posal. 

Mr. Holman then did a little ficuring and 
arrived at the conclusion that 800,000 cubic 
yards could be excavated at a cost of $25, 000. 
The figuring was ona basis of 25 cents per 
cubic yard for excavation, 12 cents for load- 
ing and 1 cent for a haul of 100 feet. 

The plans drawn up by Engineer B. H. 
Colby ofthe sewer Department, was then 
submitted by the Park Commissioner, The 
plat showed a contemplated addition to 
Peninsular Lake of over half a mile 
in length, leading towards the 
south and then to the northwest, 
skirting the base of Fairview Hill and ending 
near the race track. Three islands will be 
located in the southern pool, and skirting 
the east of the lake runsa proposed embank- 
ment that will furnish a seventy-foot drive- 
— between the lake and the River des Peres 

leading out onto Washington Bridge. 
The plan called for an excavation of 72,000 
cubic yards of earth, but Mr. Holman ex- 
plained that this could be stretched indefi- 
nitely as the fund grew. 

The object of the islands was to Increase the 
water surface without increasing the cost of 
excavation. The proposed driveway em- 
Dankment between the lake and the River 
des Peres will be bullt up dy the excavated 
earth. Any superfluous earth will be used to 
fill up low places in the park.

TULANE UNIVERSITY. 


Corner-Stone of the New Building Laid at 
New Orleans Yesterday. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 27.—The corner- 
stone of the main building ofthe new plant 
of Tulane University was laid to-day; the 
buildings. of the historic institution are in 
the center of the business portion of the 
city.

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ENGLAND, AND HER OPIUM. 


In the districts of Behar and Benares, in 
Bengal, British India, 500,000 acres of land 
are devoted exclusively to the cultivation 
of the poopy—from which flower the drug 
called opium“ is made. This manufac- 
ture has been a strict Government monop- 
oly for more than a hundred years, and 
the annual revenue therefrom amounts to 
about $30,000,000. As long ago as 1834 the 
Chinese Government formally protested 
against the further introduction of opium 
into that country on the ground of. its 
well-known pernicious effects upon the 
habitual users of it. As the opium trade 
with China contributed largely to the an- 
nual revenue aforesaid, Rngland, of course, 
insisted upon continuing the traffic. The 
trouble thus produced dragged along for 
several years, and finally culminated in 
what is known as ‘‘the opium war,’’ 
which ended in 1842 with the treaty which 
compelled Chinato pay an indemnity of 
$21,000,000, the cession of Hong Kong, the 
opening of certain other ports to British 
trade; and, last, but not least, the free 
admission of opium forever. That soul 
and body destroying drug has ver since 
been exported in vast qaantities from India 
to China, and Christian England compla- 
cently pockets the money thus made by 
drugging the heathen Chinee.’’ Of 
course she sends missio to convert 
him to the religion of those Who are profit- 
ing by his poisoning. 

Most, if not all, of the opium not 
shipped to China is consumed in India— 
with the usual effects upon the consumers. 
These effects have, in late years, attracted 
the earnest attention of English philan- 
thropists, and more than one bill has been 
introduced in Parliament to prohibit the 
opium ‘business altogether, The Govern-

The evidence thus far submitted is de- 
lightfully contradictory and suggestive. 
All the Government officials, including 
several army surgeons, testify under cath 
that opium not only does no harm to the 
eater, but is actually beneficial, ‘espe. 
cially in malarial districts’’—providing 
the daily consumption is ‘‘no more than 
from two to ten grains.“ On the other 
hand, an equally large number of wit- 
nesses, English and native, lay and cler- 
ical, testify under oath that opium-eating 
is what everybody has always believed it 
to be—destructive alike to the physical 
and mental powers, ‘‘working only evil 
and that continually.’’ What the final 
verdict will be, nobody knows; but what- 
ever it is, one thing is certain: The opium 
trade will never be prohibited as long as it 
produces an annual revenue of 580,000, 000. 
England is entirely impartial when there 
is money to be made, and she will continue 
to drug and damn her Indian subjects Just 
as she has done, and is doing, the Chinese,

A few 
months’ trial will Gemonstrate the amount 
needed, andthereafterthe wife must Keep 
herexpenses within this sum. If by that 
careful economy, Wick is one of the true 
housowilfe’s secret arts, she can save any- 
thing, she is entitled to the surplus as her 
earning. I know ofa woman who has bulit 
an apartment house out of the surplus of her 
monthly allowance, andthe rents Keep her 
in very comfortable pin money. 

Was there ever a more skillfully set trap 
than this for unsuspicious husbands?

If she economizes so as to Save 
enough to buy property to rent, how is she 
to do it? She will simply feed him on cheap 
food, and while he is wasting to a gkeleton 
she will be accumulating the property that 
will make her a rich and much sought 


widow. 
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BLOOD AND JUDGMENT. 

With remarkable unanimity decent peo- 
ple condemn the great Corbett- Mitchell 
prize fight, and with unanimity still more 
remarkable they read the accounts of the 
battle and the gossip about the fighters. 
Not a line of the story escapes us, not an 
anecdote is overlooked. Prize fighting is 
a brutal, degrading business, It cannot 
be called a sport. The Governor of Flor- 
ida isto be applauded for the stand he 
took for law and order against the toughs 
and thugs from all parts of the world. 
We are all agreed on that. We are agreed, 
too, that the best man won, that he de- 
served to win, that we are glad of it, and 
that the only flaw inthe fight was that 
it was so disgustingly short. The Gov- 
ernor isa good manand tried to do de- 
cency a good turn, but how rejoiced we all 
are that he didn’t succeed in his respect- 
able purpose. 

This strange contrast is wonderful 
enough, but there is a still more curious 
feature of the inherent antipathy of blood 
and judgment. Coupled with the denun- 
ciation of prize fighting goes a condemna- 
tion of the newspaper press for printing 
the shocking details which we like 60 
much to read. As usual the newspapers 
come in forthe butt end of popular indig- 
nation, and they are blamed on all sides 
for humoring our appetite for suoh dread- 
ful stories of brutality. We ought not to be 
indulged in such cravings, and the keepers 
of our morality are no better than our- 
selves in thus feeding us with what they 
know Is hurtful to moral health. 

But is this moralising anything but a 
conventional tribute to conventional mo- 
rality, to that code or body of rules which 
standsfor sight, but which, in many re- 
spects, is unable to survive the test of 
analysis? 

The best of what ls called good litera- 
ture deals with fighting. All the epics 
from the lliad to the Idylle of the King 
are full of it. The gladiators of Hemerio 
story differ from modern ‘*pugs’’ only in 
being less*sensible to considerations of 
manliness. They are all guilty of ‘*fouls’’ 
and never hesitate to take undue advantage 
ofeach other. They are all unspeakable 
ruffiane—heroes only by prescription. 
Tennyson’s Knights are no better, if as 
good, but young girls find, of pretend to 
find, great satisfaction in their brutal out- 
rages and lawless indifference te humen- 
ity and real honor. Literature of this sort 


modern times and we go back te it for re- 
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counts read so often inh | 
of courage and personal prowess, and for 
this they are loved by every boy who as- 
pires to be a man. 5 

The fact is that in spite of civilization 
and culture man is still half brute and en- 
joys the sport of brutes. The taste for 
stories of ruffianism is said to be morbid 
by many for whom civilization has done its 
worst. Rather, it should be said that it 
is thoroughly natural, and that we all 
have it. Prize fighting is wrong. It is 
rufianly, brutal, wicked, just as all fight- 
ing has been from Achilles and Hector to 
Corbett and Mitchell. We all deplore the 
taste for it and hope tosee it extinguished, 
but let us frankly acknowledge that we all 
like it and rejoice that the American keeps 
the championship,

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NOVELS AND ‘‘USEFUL BOOKS.” 

According to recently compiled statis- 
tics, about 20 per cent of the books pub- 
lished in America last year were fiction. 
To some the proportion of fiction seems de- 
plorably large, but the increase in the 
number of stories published in proportion 
to the number of ‘‘useful books’’ does 
not necessarily indicate. demoralization of 
the public mind. 

Although one ofthe earliest books from 
Caxton’s press was a work of fiction, the 
percentage of fiction was undoubtedly 
much less in the total in the fifteenth, 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries than it is now. 

There were novels before the nineteenth 
century, but it might almost be said that 
the popular novel is a nineteenth century 
invention. There is the same reason for 
this that there is for the smaller percent- 
age of novels issued in the earlier centu- 
ries of printing. Until the nineteenth 
century books have been the property of 
an aristocracy of learning—of a ‘‘reading 
class.’’ Now it is almost true that every- 
body reads, and the increase of novels 
means that everybody is learning to read, 
not only asa fact, but as a habit. 

The inevitable firat effect of the diffusion 
of learning is to lower the standard of 
taste and degrade literary work. This has 
happened. Westill produce good books, 
but as a rule our best, literature is below 
the level of the best of what was produced 
to satisfy the demand from the aristoc- 
racy of letters. Butin time their best will 
be surpassed as a result of democracy, and 
even now if we. have less very good, we 
have a great deal more that is tolerable and 
useful. 

Perhaps the majority of novels are 
merely tolerable, but, nevertheless. novels, 
good and indifferent, are doing a very 
great educational work among that vast 
majority who, when they take pills, want 
them sugar-coated. But for thé instruc- 
tion sugar-coated by parables, tales and 
allegories, which amused while they in- 
structed the infancy of the race, there 
would have been no science and no field 


for useful books.

WEST POINT AND ANNAPOLIS. 


Reeently twenty-three cadets were dis- 
missed from the West Point Military 
Academy for failure to pass the semi-an- 
nual examinations. Similar dismissals— 
though rarely as many atany one time— 
are of frequent occurrence at the Annapo- 
lis Naval Academy. The standard of both 
these institutions has been raised so high 
of late years that it is difficult even to gain 
admittance, while to graduate with credit 
requires a combination of ability, industry 
and good luck which the majority of 
youngsters—or oldsters either, for that 
matter—do not possess. But the Govern- 
ment is certainly entitled to the very best 
material for its future military and naval 
officers, and therefore those who cannot 
fillthe requirements must drop out and 
make room for those who can. 

Yet there is possibly danger that this 
policy of ‘‘survival of the fittest’’ may be 
pushed too far; that is, if the object be to 
secure the most efficient soldiers and 
sailors in time of war, and not merely 


| highly-educated naval and military gen- 


tlemen for time of peace. Neither Nelson 
—who went into active service as midship- 
man at 13—nor Collingwood, who went at 
11, could enter our Naval Academy, much 
less graduate from it. Yet they fought 
and won the battle of Trafalgar just the 
same. As for Paul Jones, Decatur, Bain- 
bridge, Hull, Preble, Stewart and the 
rest of our old naval heroes, they would 
be in the same predicament as their En- 
glish contemporaries. 

It is quite possible that among the twen- 
ty-thres cadets dismissed from West 
Point there was the stuff for far better 
soldiers than in the same number of those 
whoremain. The best scholars are not 
always the best fighters. For instance, 
among the Confederate Generals educated 
at West Point only Oustis Lee graduated 
No. 1; his father, Robert E. Lee, gradu- 
ated No. 2; Albert Sidney Johnston, No. 
8; Joseph E. Johnston, No. 18; Stonewall 
Jackson, No. 17; James Longstreet, 
No. 54, in a class of fifty-six; D. M. 
Frost, No. 4, ina class of twenty-five. 
Among the Federal Generals in the late 
war only McPherson, Franklin and Gil- 
more stood No. Lat West Point; McClel- 
lan and Warren, No. 2; Sherman, No. 6; 
Schofield, No.7; Thomas, No. 12; Han- 
cock, No. 18; Meade, No. 19; Grant, No. 
A, in a class of thirty-nine, and Sheridan 
No. 34, in a class of fifty-two,

M. Clovis Hugues, one of the Deputies from 

he Seine, interpellated the Government on 
the recent arrests of Anarchists. During the 
course of his interpolation, M. Clovis Hugues 
caused considerable interruption upon the 
partofthe supporters of the Government by 
reproaching the latter with persecuting the 
Anarchistists as a pretext for suppressing the 
Socialists. The speaker also insinuated that 
the Government was acting with a purpose 
in illegally seizing correspondence, 

JUSTIFYING THE GOVERNMENT. 

M. Raynalt, Minister of the Interior, re- 
plied that the Government only applied the 
laws which had been passed by the Chamber 
of Deputies and justified the seizures of cor- 
respondence by quoting extracts from the 
writings of Recluse, the fugitive friend of 
Valliant. 

Continuing, M. Raynalt said the Govern- 
ment had issued orders to the effect that the 
police were to search the domiciles of well- 
known Anarchists, or people known beyond 
a doubt to beinsympathy with Anarchists. 
But M. Raynalt also said it was difficult to 
distinguish between Anarchists and Social- 
ists. 

In conclusion the Minister of the Interior 
remarked: ‘‘Libertyisinno way menaced 
by the action of the Government; but liberty 
must not be confounded with license. [Loud 
applause. | 

Other speakers continued the debate and 
all the speeches were interrupted to the de- 
greethat the session finally became 20 
turbulent that the President of the Chamber 
was compelled to order it to be suspended 
peremptorily. This caused a Soclalistic 
deputy to shout Vive la Commune. 

A TURBULENT SCENE. 

Then followed a scene which has rarely if 
ever been equaled inthe Chamber of Depu- 
ties. Mencursedand swore at each other, 
shook their fists beneath each other’s noses, 
several breaches of the peace occurred, and 
one pugnacious Deputy went so far as to 
challenge a fellow-member to settle their 
differences by a recourse to le savate.’’ 

**VIVE LA COMMUNE !’’ 

M. Thievrin, a so-called workman’s Depu- 
ty, Who has already made himself notorious 
by wearing a blouse in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, became so excited that he threw his cap 
in the alr and shouted, ‘‘Vive la Commune! 
and a number of Commune exclamations 
which entitles him to censure and expulsion 
from the Chamber, 

President Dupuy thereupon invited the ex- 
cited Deputy to withdraw the expressions 
which he bad used. M.Thievrin refused to 
do soin the most violent language and loudly 
repeated the objectionable words several 
times, and in addition making an offensive 


gesture towards the President. This caused 
President Dupuy tofirmly request the Dep- 
uty to leave the Chamber of Deputies. 


FIERCE DEFIANCE. 
Then followed another scene of extreme 
disorder, all the Socialists rising in their 
Seats, gesticulating violently and utter- 
ing all kinds of loud protesting cries and 


insulting remarks. The Socialists then 
formed a circle around M. Thievrin, who 
hurled defiance at President Dupuy, pos! 
tively refusing to obey the latter’s order to 
leave the Chamber of Deputies. 

M. Dupuy then had nothing left, but to 
suspend the sitting and he so ordered it 
and also issued orders that the Chamber 
ot Deputies be cleared by the ushers. But 
Thievrin with thirty of his Socialist friends 
continued their defiant attitude toward the 
President of the Chamber and positively 
refused to obey the usher, who asked them 


to leave the Chamber, 


MILITARY CALLED IN, 

President Dupuy then Instructed one of the 
officers on duty tocall the colonel in com- 
mand atthe Palais Bourbon, in which the 
Chamber of Deputies is situated. Accord- 
ingly the Colonel of the Guard shortly after- 
ward entered the Chamber at the head of a 
detachment of soldiers and invited M. Thiev 
rin to obey the orders of the President to 
leavethe Chamber. But M. Thievrin still 
declined to vacate his seat, which caused the 
Colonel to remark that if he persisted in his 
refusal he would order him to be removed by 
force. Ihe Colonel then called upon the fle 
of soldiers tosurround M. Thievrin, and was 
upon the pointof having him removed by 
force when the excited man arose, saying: 
Lou are the President's friends and lam as 
nothing against you, but you are doing dirty 
work. 

SOCIALISTS AROUSED. 

The Colonel insisted that his orders must 
be obeyed, andtold the soldiers to remove 
the Deputy by force. The soldiers were 
upon the pointof carrying out this order 
when M. Thievrin rose and slowly moved 
toward the door, crying: ‘‘Vive la 
Commune!’’ The cry was taken up by 


the Socialists and one of them, Deputy val 


laint, representing the Twentieth Arrondis- 
sement of Paris, when the sitting was re- 
sumed, declared that he ana his friends re- 
peated ive la commune. and that they 
were in hearty sympathy with M. Thievrin. 
This statement caused a deafening up- 
roar, during which the Socialists were 
called „assassins. **‘Communists’’ and 
other similar names. Threats and oaths and 
terrible abuse were heard on all sides. 
Finally the President was obliged to ring his 
bell violently in order to obtain silence, after 
which the order of the day, voting confidencs 
in the Government was carried by a vote of 
408 to 68, amid additional uproar and excite- 
ment. ‘Deputy Thievrin ts excluded from the 
Chamber of Deputies, and in addition he will 
be deprived of halt of his salary. 


THIEVRIN’S CAREER, 
Deputy Christopher Thievrin, who caused 
the terrible disturbance in the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, was born at Durat in 1881. 
From the age of 11 ua he was 


81 years old he was a mine work- 
man, subsequentiy becoming a wine mer- 
ant., afterward taking a 1 oN — 
the municipal government.

COCKRAN’S OPEN REBELLION TO BE PUN- 
ISHED AT THE NEXT ELECTION. 


The Tammany Leader Returned to New 
York With Ehattered Hopes—A Bitter 
Feud Begun—How the Boss Explains 
His Visit to the White House—Why 
He Opposes the Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 27.—Boss Croker 
came on from New York two days ago witha 
big trunk and with a bigger idea of his power 
to influence the National Legislature. He 
started home to-day with the big trunk. His 
notion of his importance as a national figure 
bas been gadly shattered within the past 
forty-eight hours, and he has gone back full 
of bitterness over his humiliating 
experience. When Mr. Croker arrived he 
announced with characteristic arrogance 
that he had come to personally direct the 
opposition to the income tax and that he in- 
tended to pitch his tepee at the Capitol until 
the fight was won. 

The Tammany members were surprised at 
Mr. Croker’s unexpected appearance, and 
they were confused and embarrassed by the 
plan of campaign which he had evolved, as 
they readily recognized, without any 
knowledge of the exact status ofthe situa- 
tion. 

The Tammany men diplomatically ex- 
plained the condition of affairs with the 
idea of demonstrating the uselessness o 
making any further contest, but the Tam- 
many lead@r was not disposed to accept 
their counsel and insisted that they should 
renew their efforts to crystalize the op- 
position tothe income tax. The Tammany 
men reluctantly tried to execute the orders 
of the boss, but at every 
turn they met with fresh discour- 
agement. Mr. Croker was furious at their 
failure and stormed with much vehemence 
about the effect on the Democracy of New 
York if the income tax bill were passed. 

Mr. Croker had expected that he would se- 
cure great credit as a leader in making a 
Winning fight against this measure, and when 
he realized that his mission would prove a 
failure he was annoyed beyopod expression. 
He recognized that he could not return home 
without making some sort of a stir at the 
Capitol, and Mr, Cockran’s indifference to 
his authority was eageriy seized upon as an 
opportunity to display his influence in New 
York political affairs. Mr. Croker’s an- 
nouncement that Mr. Cockran should not go 
unrebuked and that the Tammany delega- 
tion from New Lor City should combine in a 
hostile move against the great orator, car- 
ried further dismay to the New York Denio- 
crats who had previously decided to accept 
Cockran’s leadership. 

Croker was apprised of the action of the 
New York delegation, and the embarrass- 
ment which would follow any reversal of the 
policy that had been devised by Mr. Cockran 
and indorsed by his colleagues. He was 
plainly displeased with this information and 
it made him more determined that Mr. 
Cockran should not be allowed, if he could 
prevent it, to direct the fight against the in- 
come tax on the floor. 

Mr. Croker furthermore frankly told his 
congressional Meutenants that as Mr. Cock- 
ran bad refused to consider any overtures 
for a reconciliation, no further proffers look- 
ing to barmony would be made, and that Mr. 
Cockran should be ignored in the future. 

The fight against the Tammany orator, 
which was begun yesterday at Mr. Croker’s 
suggestion, has caused no end of talk among 
the New York politicians, who are convinced 
that Mr. Croker will oppose any further 
recognition of Mr. Cockran by Tam- 
many Hall. Tammany members who on 
yesterday were disposed to discount the 
reports that Mr. Croker had inaugurated a 
bitter fight against Mr. Cockran, admit in 
confidence to-day that no further negotia- 
tions looking to the reinstatement of Mr, 
Cockran in the graces of Tammany would be 
approved of by Mr, Croker. Mr. Croker 1s 
reported to have confided to several of the 
Tammany members that if Mr. Cockran at- 
tempted tosecure a renomination tpis fall 
he would do his utmost to defeat him. 

Mr. Cockran had haif way decided not to 
return to the next Congress, but in view of 
Mr. Croker’s bold assertions that the influ- 
ence of Tammany would be used to prevent 
him from getting a renomination, it Is stated 
by Cockran’s friends that he will probably 
reconsider his resolution and make a fight for 
re-election. 

These developments in the Cockran-Croker 
reud are received with misgivings on the 
part of Tammany politiclans who admit 
that Mr. Cocsran, while he has not affiliated 
eo closely with the organization for a year 
back, has a great many strong and influential 
friends inthe hall. The fact cannot be dis- 
guised or denied that Mr. Croker has re- 
turned to New York with increased hatred of 
Mr. Cockran and fully resolved to carrying 
his warfare against the latter into the coun- 
cils of the organization, 

If Mr. Crokercarries his personal pique to 

the point of attemptingto use bis influence 
asthe head of Tammany to compass the de- 
feator Vir. Cockran this fall, it is asserted 
with some bitterness of spirit by the friends 
of the latter that Mr. Croker will force an ugly 
rumpus in the organization. It would 
seem from hints aropped by Croxer, how- 
ever, that he is determined to go to any 
length to secure revenge upon Mr. Cockran. 
The events of the poss two days have served 
to disclose much of the internal dissatisfac- 
tion in Tammany Hall and they have brought 
out for the first time the serious character of 
the disagreement between Mr. Croker and 
Mr. Cockran. 
Neither Mr. Croker nor Mr. Cockran have 
ever publicly referred to thelr estrangement 
and it has been contended by friends of both 
that the whole trouble had been greatly ex- 
agagerated.

WILL INVESTIGATE IT. 


Battery Members Do Not Believe Val 
Gaiennie Committed Suicide. 


The seventy-five members of Battery A, 
National Guard of Missour!, have organized 
themselves intoacommittee to prove that 
Valery Galennie, their late comrade, did 
not come to his death in the manner 
indicated by the Coroner’s Jury. They began 
their investigations yesterday and already 
they are satisfied that DeputyCoroner Albers 
jumped at conclusions. Dr..C. A. Frank’s 
report of his autopsy on the remains of the 
deceased young man was not filed until yes- 
terday afternoon. It did not contain any 
statement of how the poison found must 
have been taken, as post-mortems do not 
reveal these things. The report stated that 
the young man died of acute gastritis follow- 
ing the:injettion of an irritant poison. He 
found four ounces of clear fuld in the 
stomach in which was half an ounceof a 


smooth yellowish white powder suspended 
in solution. It was of a heavy specific grav- 
ity. The entire stomach was ina state of 
violent, acute infammation, but whatthe 
irritating poison was the doctor did not 
state in his report, probably because the city 
makes no provision for chemical analysis. 
The report of Deputy Coroner Albers savs 
young Mr. Gatennie came to his death from 
arsenical poisoning. Under this, in a paren- 
thesis, is the word suicide.

Herbert McGinnitle and I 
went up to the house as soon as we heard of 
his death and offered our services. Capt. 
Galennie was glad to have us arrange for pall 
bearers, and gave us «a sheet of foolscap 
on which were names of many of the young 
man’s comrades, probably a sheet he had 
vrepared for a foot ball and athletic team. 
We selected the pall-bearers from this. I 
asked Bob McDonald, his most intimate 
friend, if he Knew or could imagine any 
reason for Val to take his own life. He 
could not, and yet he would know Iam sure, 
andso ishe. We are not going to let the 
Coroner’s verdict rest. 

Moe mean to putthe young man in his 
proper light before the community, for his 
memory’s sake, and for Capt. Galiennie’s 
sake, and for our own sake. We 
have found that Val made a social 
calls on leaving home, then made another and 
then came home.

May be 
this poison was taken by accident, 
maybe some one had administered it. 
Anyhow Val Galennie never took it Know- 
ingly and her nephew, Bob, knew Val did 
not take arsenic for medicine or from habit.

10 AT THE HAMMOND REVIVAL 


Christ’s Miraculous Cure cf the Man 
Bern Blind, His Text—From It He 
Drew Lessons for ths Conversion of 
Wrong-Doers—Closs of the Merton 
Smith Revival. 


The revival services at People’s Central 
Church, Eleventh and Locust streets, last 
night were characterized by the same zeal 
and soul-stirring emotions which have made 
the evangelical movement an occasion of 
gratitude to God, on the part of. the 
ministers and laymen who are benind it. 
Rev. E. Payson Hammond,who has preached 
three and four times a day for weeks, was 
missing last night. He was absent 
because he craved rest preparatory to 
the taxing exercises of to-day and the 
coming week. But his able assistants, Revs, 
Smith, Spencer and Norris, conducted the 
services with the spirit which they have 
caught from Mr. Hammond, Rev. 
Mr. Norris delivered the opening 
prayer, as a prelude to Rev. 
Terah Smith’s stirring exhoration. 
Mr. Smith took for his text the words of 
John, 9, 25, One thing I know, that whereas 
I was blind, now I see.’’ 

REV. SMITH’S SERMON. 

He portrayed in strong descriptive lan- 
guage the desolation and misery of the man 
who entered the world and lived 
many dreary years in utter darkness; 
he knew notthe pleasures, the delights, the 
wonders which reached the soul through the 
eye, until Jesus Christ saw him and removed 
the scales which obscured the unfortunate’s 
vision. At once he revelied in the 
pleasing sensations of sight ana 
thereafter he passed his days 


ina world which was full of sunshine and 
happiness. Mr. Smith, by easy, gentle ap- 
proaches and with skillful clearness, drew a 
parallel between the condition of the 
man who ined away in the desola- 
tion of optical blindness, on the one 
hand and the soul darkness and blindness of 
the unconverted sinner. He knows not the 
character of God, he sees not the beauties 
and the claims ofthe Saviour, he does not 
heed the lessons of the divine word; to him 
the spiritual world is dark; he 
knows neither God's word, mor Christ 
nor his people. Mr. Smith spoke earnestly 
and positively, He reminded those of his 
auditors who were conscious of sinfulness 
that they were the spiritually blind of whom 
he spoke and he urged them to mena 
their ways. He said to them 
that the cure of spiritual blindness 
is the same as thecure of physical blind- 
ness, which was the affliction of him who 
was mentioned inthe text The healing in 
the instance narratedin Scripture was the 
work of Jesus Christ, it was immediate, com- 
plete, and permanent. So, too, the cure of 
the sinner isthe work of Jesus Christ, it is 
immediate and permanent. 

Mr. Smith urged upon his hearers the good 
ness and the mercy of Jesus Christ. A8 by a 
word he had restored the sight of the blind 
man, so by a word he could and would remove 
the darkness from the most sirful soul. 
The blind man inthe Gospel never forgot 
the terrible affiiction which had clouded 
much of his lite, and he never ceased 
to praise Goa for his cure, us 
he basked in the sun and Saw 
the marvelous works of God's hand. 
Not for one instant did he doubt the efficacy 
or the permanency of the miraculous cure 
tor he was confident in the power and good- 
ness of God. In the same way the converted 
sinner never lost sight of the days of his 
wrong doing and spiritual darkness, in the 
midst of the peace and quiet of soul which 
came of his restoration to God's favor. 

HIS OWN CONVERSION. 

Mr. Smith then referred to the cireum- 
stances which attended his own conversion 
by Mr. Hammondin this city twenty years 
ago. Hemade a owerful appeal to his 
hearers to take ome to themselves 
the lessons which he had drawn 
from the text. fle exhorted them 
toopenthe doors of their hearts and see 
that the Lord stands by. He warned them 
against delay, lest they should fallintoa 
chronic state of sin from which they could 
not be rescued. He called upon all who 
felt that they knew Christ to rise. ‘‘If you 
say ‘I will not receive sight,’ keep your seat, 
but if you bave abelief in God stand.“ 
Almost the entire congreyation arose at this 
summons and those who had _ “retained 
thelr seats, stood up when Mr. Smith asked 
those who did not know Christ, but wished 
to be prayea for. Mr. Smith 
offered an earnest prayer that 
they might recelve the light, 
and he concluded the regular service with 
the hymn ‘‘Savior, Tear My Humble Cry. 
in which he led the c'iolr and the congre- 
gation.

The Foul Was a Confession That Luttbeg 
Did Not Hope to Wia the Match—Both 
Men Showed Bad Blood From the 
Etart—Exciting Scenes and Incidents. 


The question of superiority between Wrest- 
lers Max Luttbegana Barney McFadden still 
lacks practical settlement, though they 
met for the third time on the 
mat at Music Hall last night. Luttbeg 
deliberately fouled McFadden last niht by 
employing the notorious strangle hold and 
lost the match before either man had secured 
a fall. The outcome was very unsatisfactory, 
but Luttbeg’s action was virtually a- con- 
fession on his part that he 
ecull not hope to win the contest by fair 
means. 

The prospect of a final settlement of a 
much-mooted question in local sporting 
circles brought an audience of 2,000 
people to Music Hall. Béfore the 
match the articles of agreement were 
read by Mr. Harry Morris. The agreement 
was expressly tothe effect that the strangle 
hold should be barred, and an additional 
clause was inserted at Luttbeg’s request 
that the wrestling time should be limited to 
two hours. If noone had secured a fall in 
that time the match was to be a draw, if 
either one hada fall by that time he was to 
win. Mr. Becker, Luttbeg’s second, an- 
nounced that the latter had sprained his 
knee and was notin fit shape to do himself 
justice; in the event, however, that he lost 
he was willing to meet McFadden or anyone 
else for any amount of money at 183 pounds. 
The audience looked on this as crawfsbing, 
and so expressed itself. 


M’FADDEN’S FINE CONDITION. 
When the principals appeared jt was evi- 
dent ata glance that the ex-consumptive 
was fit to make the struggle of his life. He 
wore only a short waist trunk and the dare 


flesh of his limbs and torso shone pink and 
clear with perfect health. He was drawa fine 
but his training was notoverdone. Every 
muscle of his chest, arms and back stood out 
perfectly. Luttbeg was not in anything like 
his opponent’s condition. He looked over- 
drawn and much lighter than his opponent. 
McFadden weighed 142 pounds and Luttbeg 
127 pounds, 

MCharles Welle, Paul Wiese and L. F. Engel 
were announced as referees and John O. 
Myers as time-keeper. 

W hen time was called the men shook hands 
and began fiddling for a hold. They made 
quick, pretty work of it, slapping and guard- 
ing,twisting in and off of each other’s necks. 
McFadden pushed Luttbeg off the mat 
and gained a leg hold dangerously near the 
footlizhts. They were brought back on the 
carpet and McFadden allowed his hold, but 
Luttbeg slipped out by a lightning move- 
ment. 

LUTTBEG CLAIMS A FOUL. 

When they came together there was a dull 

thud. Luttbeg shouted ‘‘foul,’’claiming that 


McFadden had butted him in the bead. It 
was not allowed and the men Dent to their 
work ill-temperedly. 

Luttbeg's elbow began working up under 
McFadden’s jaw and the literary athiete re- 
marked: Drop that trick my boy or I'll use 
my sts. 

There was more back talk as the men fia- 
died around and the spectators began to an- 
ticipate something ugly. 

McFadden’s friends began to 
this time because the heelsof 
like a pair of 
pers was seen 
looked for all the world as if it would cause 
trouble. Barney relieved the suspense by 
stooping down and jerking his foot-gear off. 
He had on rubbers. 

When they next broke away Luttbeg closed 
on his opponent with a rush like 
an angry bull. He grabbed for the 
knees, but McFadden warded himoff. They 
were around each others necks again and 
McFadden cried out tothe referees ‘*Look- 
out for the strangle hold.“ 

THE STRANGLE HOLD. 

Luttbeg did get the anchor around McFad.- 
den’s neck three times before the referees 
warned him. McFadden’s blood was up and 


Luttbeg was terribly excited, At it again 
they went. Suddenly Luttbeg clasped both 
hands behind McFadden’s head and pulled 
itdown. Then he slipped his right arm over 
his neck and brought the crotch of his 
elbow right under his opponent’s windpipe 
and locked the grip with his 
left hand. McFadden’s head was under 
Luttbeg’s arm, his neck was stretched and 
his cries gtrangled inethe deadly anchor. 
The audience cried ‘‘foui.’’ Luttbeg almost 
lifted his opponent’s body off the floor, using 
the neck as a lever, The referees and 
seconds tried to break the men 
apart to prevent murder. Luttbeg was 
crazy and seemed to be trying to choke his 
opponent. McFadden was using his free 
arm totry and punch his way loose from 
nis opponent. It required six men to break 
Luttbeg’s deadly hold. The audience had 
turned into a frenzied mob and 
rushed threateningly down to the footlights. 
When McFadden regained his breath he 
walked to the footlights and showed the red 
mark of his opponent's arm across his 
throat. Thereferee came forward and an- 
nounced that Luttbeg had used the strangle 
hold after being warned, and awarded the 
match to McFadden. 

The tumuit was terrific, and when Lutt- 
beg came down to the footlights he wus 
howled down. Some of the audience tried to 
climb on the stage, and were promptly 
— off into the orchestra pit by the 
police,

Luttbeg admitted after the contest that he 
had lost the matchon a foul. ‘‘lama pro- 
fessional and the neck hold goes. We barred 
it but on account of my crippled condition I 


stood no chance to win so I tried to show 
the audience I could throw McFadden. It 
is a simple hold that anybody can break that 
tries. McFadden played the baby and 
squealed for a decision.’ 

Luttbeg’s delense was very lame; his con- 
duct in trying to lose the match on a foul 
rather than run the risk of being defeated 
was universally condemned by the audience. 

Before the event of the evening Al Newton 
gave a pretty exnibition of club swinging, 
Billy O'Brien did some fancy tumbling and 
John Welzner and John Wiseman sparred 
three lively rounds.

NOT ONE WAS SAVED. 


A Capsized Schooner on the Mississippi 
Drowns Seven. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 27.—The little 
schooner Florence, which left Holland, 
Mich., four months ago for the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, has been capsized in the Mississipp! 
River, near New Orleans, and the crew, 
which was a pleasure party, were drowned. 

This is the substance of a letter received 
to-day by Mrs. Robert Landt of No. 151 Hu- 
ron street, whose father was onthe vessel. 
Two sons of Mrs. T. J. Morrissey of 23 
Walker street, this city, were also on the 
ill-fated schooner. The schooner Florence 
was a vessel of thirty-fve tons that had 
seen considerable service in the lumber 
trade on Lake Michigan. Late last season 
she was fitted up by George H. Brooks of 
Holland for a voyage through the Illinois 
River, down the Mississippi and along the 
Gulf coast to Florida. The start from Hol- 
land was made in September. 

The party on the boat consisted of George 
Henry Brooks, aged about 6 years; George 
Brooks, aged 19; Eddie Brooks, aged 17; 
Bertie Brooks, aged 11, and John Howard 
and Mrs. John Howard, aged about 6 years 
each, and theirson, James Howard, 85 years 
old. 

Several letters were received from the 
party after they left Holland, Capt. Brooks 
corresponding quite reguiar with a Mr. 
Huntley, a well-known machine shop’owner 
of Holland, 

This morning Mrs. Lundt receiveda letter 
from her son in Chicago, in which he states 
he has received a letter from Mr. Huntley in 
Holland contaltningthe news of the death of 
the entire party onthe Florence.

Rescue of the Crew of a Wrecked Nor- 
wegian Bark- 


New York, Jan. . — Te National liner 
France, Capt. Hadley, which arrived here 
to-day,reports the rescue during a hurricane 
on Jan. 18, in latitude 48,88, longitude 16.12, of 
seventeen persons on board the wrecked 
Norwegian bark Havelock. The Havelock 
was fast breaking up when sighted by the 
France. 

Capt. Hadley speaks in terms of the high- 
est praise of the members of his crew who 
wenttothe rescue of those on board the 
Havelock. When the latter vessel was sighted 
a terrific sea was running, ana the progress 
of the France was attended with much dil- 
ficulty. . 

Notwithstanding the danger Capt. Hadley 
determined to stand by the wreck and called 
for volunteers to attempt to rescee 
the crew of the unfortunate bark. 
Chief Officer McGoudie and four 
of the crew quickly responded and prepared 
to launch a boat. The sea was running so 
high that this was almost impossible. Wave 
after wave swept the deckof the France, 
and time after time threw tne boat just 
launched back againstthe steamer. A slight 
lull, however, gave the France’s men an op- 
portanity to get away,and they promptly 
made tor the Havelock, clinging to whose 
rigging could be seen a number of per- 
sons. The wreck was 80 surrounded 
by floating spars that it was most dangerous 
work to get near her, but finally nine of the 
crew of seventeen were taken to the France. 
A second trip secured the remainder anda the 
France proceeded on her way, leaving the 
bark rapidly breaking up. All persons on the 
wreck had been clinging to the rigging for 
more than twenty hours when rescued.

Deadly Encounter With Counterfsiters. 


BARBOURVILLE, Ky., Jan. 27.—A reliable 
story comes from Whitesburg, Letcher Co., 
Ky., tothe effect that revenue officers 
there yesterday while attempting to 


ferret out some counterfeiters, 
had a deadly encounter with 
the latter, which resulted in the loss of life 
oftwo ofthe revenue officers with several 
others on both sides mortally wounded. For 
some time past United States Marshals from 
the District of Virginia have been work 
ing on the case, dut to no avail, 
though it has been positively Known 
that there was a gang of outlaws 
who were coining counterfeit money exten- 
sively. and that they were confederates of 
the notorious Buck Taylor, who was hanged 
at Wise Court-house last fail for complicity 
in the massacre which occurred in the Black 
Mountains in April, 1892, in which seven per- 
sons were killed. Whitesburg is eight miles 
from any telegraph office, and fuller particu- 
lars cannot be had to-night. 


Property and Murder. 

JAYNESVILLE, Wis., Jan. 27.—Matthew R. 
Ashton was found guilty of murder in the 
Orst degree this afternoon. The crime 
charged was the murder of Mrs. Daniel 
Stone, 

Mrs. Stone, the wifeof his aged uncle, was 
the one person that stood between him and 
the complete possession of a big estate. The 
crime was fixed upon ashton almost entirely 
by circumstantial evidence. There had been 
trouble bet ween Ashton and Mrs, 
Stone because Ashton was brought 
from Canada and given charge of the 
$200,000 Stone property. Mrs. Stone wanted 
her son-in-law to have the management. 
The morning of her death she was seen in 
the kitchen at 5 o’clock, and Ashton was just 
outside pumping water. Até6éo’clock rs. 
Stone was missing, and her body was fouad 
inthe cistern under the kitchensink five 
hours later. The defense has been that she 
committed suicide. 


The Martin Murder. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Jan. 27.—The case of 
State vs. Silas V. Palmer, charged with the 
murder of R. U. Martin, was commenced 


this morning. Messrs Press Payne and Cieve, 


Chastain, the other tweeerehdants in the 
bill of indictments, have skipped the coun- 
try and report places them in the West. 

‘he Killing of Mr. Martin took place at the 
residence of rs. Pierce, seven Riles west of 
Gainesvilie, on the morning of Aug. 25, 1893, 
while an attempt was being made to arrest 
him. It was thought at the time that he was 
Calle Doughdrijl, a fugitive from justice 
from the State of Alabama. It is fresh in the 
minds of the public. The Coroner’s jury at 
the inquest exonerated Mr. Palmer and all 
the co-defendants by finding, aftera full in- 
vestigation, that the killing was justidabie.

OTHER PROPERTY RUINED. 


pis Zhe Maddened Mob Held Undisputed 
der Until Noon—Then They Met 


Determined Resistance end Were 
Temporarily Checked--Fired Upon 
Win Winonesters—Ovce Fatally Shot 
and Others Inſured— The Rioters Flee. 


Prrreponc, Fa., Jao. 27.—A wave of 
anarchy, in whose train followed bloodshed, 
arson and the destruction of property, 

over the Mansfield coal region to-day. 
Itbegan at dawn, and at dusk it was esti- 
mated that $100,000 worth of property had 
been destroyed. 

Made wild by fancied grievances and liquor 
a@ mob of several hundred foreigners—Hun- 

garians, Slavs, Italians and Frenchmen— 
sweptoverthe country surrounding Mans 

field and through the valleys of Toms aad 
Painters Runs. They attacked mine-owners, 
minersandthe few scattered deputy Sher- 
iff*, burned tipples, wrecked cars and de- 
stroyed railroad property. 

Until noon the mob met hardly any resist- 
ance. Atthat time it reached the mines of 
the Readling Bros., near Federal, on the 
Pittsburg, Chartiers & Youghiogheny Rail- 
road. Here the rioters met determined 
fesistance and were checked. With 
loaded repeating Winchester rifies 
in their hands, Thomas, William 
and Harry Readling stood their ground ana 
opened fre on the mob as it advanced. They 
fired four volleys in quick succession, fatally 
wounding one and injuring a half dozen 
others. 

The man fatally wounded was Frank 
Staple, a Frenchman. He was shot through 
the body, andis probably dead before this 
time. The names ot the injured could not be 
learned, 

THE RIOTERS FLEE. 

After the fourth volley the rioters turned 
and fied precipitately down the hill, At this 
moment a train bearing Sheriff Richards and 
forty Ceputies pulled into Beadling and the 
officers, quickly alighting, started in pursuit 
of the rioters, Oring as they ran. The chase 
Was a long and hot one, but finally sixieen 
Were overtaken and captured. ‘ihey were 
marched to the Mansfield Jail at the point of 
revolvers. 

On the way the party was met by a posse 
of citizens of Bridgeville under command of 
Squire Caspar Meyers. After the rioters 
were locked up rumors ofan attempted res- 
cue were rife and, as a matter of precaution, 
the prisoners were brought to this city and 
are now safely lodged in the county jall. 
They will be held for riot and arson. 

THREATS HAVE BREN MADE. 

The foreign element of the miners in that 
region have been making threats for several 
Gays. They have beon incensed atthe fact 
that some of tie English diggers, together 
fauna nu.aver of their brethren, have been 
working for 650 and 60 cents per ton, when 
they themselves want the former 79 cent 
rate to prevail. The Huns, Slavs and Italians 
formed the major portion of this discontented 
horde and have been nourishing tuelr anger 
with bad whisky. 

From what could be learned the mob seems 
to have formed at Wooodville about midway 
Detween Mansfeld and Bridgeville on Friday 
evening. It was evidently the intention to 
take in all the works withina radius of two 
or three miles of that place and was the out- 
come ofa meeting held at Mansfield yester- 
Gay. The meeting lasted until late inthe 
afternoon and incendiary speeches were 
made in a number of languages. 

THE FIRST OUTBREAK. 0 

The first decided outbreak was made short - 
ly after the close of the meeting, when a 
party of about 800 massed together and

MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED. 

Another outbreak is anticipated then, as it 
was learned that at yesterday’s meeting at 
Mansfield it was decided that if the men now 
af work refuse to join the strike by Monday 
all the tipples in operation will be burned.

A dispatch to-night. says: The 
outbfeak among the miners inthe Mansfield 
neighborhood has excited the foreign ele- 
ment among the miners in the McDonald 
and Ridgeway sections and violent demon- 
strations are feared. The energetic 
measures that quieted the aw- 
less class in the uprising 
to-day have had thoir effect 
on the agitators in the other districts named, 
Had there been any temporiging to-day tiere 
is no question but the trouble would have 
spread throughout allthis region. As it ig 
the other mine owners fear an uprising. 

‘Twelve deputies have just gone from this 
place to the Kobbins mines at McDonald, and 
another squad has been dispatched to the 
Ridueway mines in the vicinity of Bridge- 
ville. Thesheriff had calisthis evening by 
wire for immediate protection at the points 
named, Stillanother message has been re- 
ceived from Canonsburg, an operator 
here fearing a raid on his works, and 
another force of deputies will probably be 
sent there. 

TAKING PRECAUTIONARY MEASU RES. 

A McDonald, Fa., dispatch says: As a 
precautionary measure, at the Robbins 
mines, the sheriff’ has been called 


on to send deputies to protect the works.

FLEMING OUTLAWS. 


One of Them Shot Dead in a Battle 
With Officers. 


BiG STONE GaP, Jan. 27.—Three Virginia 
officers tracked the two Fleming brothers 
from this county to West Virginia and found 
them on Thursday in a store in Biggs, a lone- 
ly little mountain town mors than fifty miles 
from a railroad. Cal Fleming was shot in- 
stantly through the brain. Herman, his 
brother, shot each ofthe three officers, He 
was shot in the chin and had the fingers of 
his right hand shotaway. He shot Ed Hall 
through the back ofthe bead, Doc Swindell 
through the neck and John Branham through 
the right luug.

Hall and 
Swindell, who are badly wounded, came 
home yesterday. 

Ihe Flemings were the accomplices of old 
Doc Taylor, who was hanged in this county 
last November jor the murder of the Mullins 
family nearly two years ago. ‘aylorand the 
F.emings bullt a viind and waited for their 
victims a wee in ambush. ‘ley killed old 
Ira .wliins, his wife, son and an idiot driver 
anda hired boy. They shot the two horses 
and ridd.ed the wagon. 

For a long time oid Taylor and the Flem- 
ings evaded the officers. Even after Taylor 
was caught and convicted the Flemings 
boasted openly of the murder and defied ar- 
rest. They loafed boldly around cross roads 
stores, pianted a crop at home and were 
about to vole at a county election when the 
volunteer police force of this place made 
an effort to capture them. They rode 
forty miles over the mountains one night and 
charged the Fleming cabin at daybreak. 
The tiemings had heard of their coming and 
gone of down the road an hour before. 
After that they worked their crops in wo- 
men’s clothes and were more careiuil until 
they got together a gang of seven and then 
they tiled red Nannelto their shoulders and 
guns and terrorized the cowmunity,

On account of his straitened circum- 
stances he has been compelled to take his 
oldest son from college and put him into 
business with himself. He asserted that this 
was the only judgment standing against 
him. It is his determination to return to 
Vhio, his old home, on about May 1 next and 
reside there the rest of his days.

Judiciary Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The full 
report of the House Committee on Judiciary 
questioning secretary Carlisle’s bond policy, 
was presented tothe House by Representa- 
tive Bally (Dem.) of Texas to-night. It isan 
elaborate review of the law in the case and a 
conservative but decided statement of 
difference of opinion with Secretary Oarlisie.

GRAND Haven, Mich,, Jan. 27.—News 
reached this city late this evening that a 
man named Hawkins, in the village of Robin- 
son, ten miles from here, had shot his wife,

Dr. Bauduy Declares These Is No 
Neurasthenia. 


A Species of Anemia Produced by Gen- 
eral Debility. 


SHOULD NOT BE CLASSIFIED AS A D- 
TINCT DISEASE. 


Charcot, Oppenheim, Gowers and Ham- 
mond Do Not Recognise It—Its True 
Nature Is Shown by Therapeutic, Clin- 
foaland Other Tests Applied to It— Dr. 
Bremer and Dr. Hughes Differ With 
Dr. Bauduy—An Interesting Meeting 
of the Medical Society. 


The st. Louis Medical Society wa treated 
to a surprise last night. The first feature of 
the scientific programme for the evening 
was the discussion of the paperof Dr. L. N. 
Love on ‘‘Neurasthenia From the Standpoint 
of a General Practitioner, which was read at 
the last meeting. Before reaching this part 
ofthe programme Dr. J. K. Bauduy was 
asked by Dr. Ludwig Bremer to express 


dis opinion ona case which had been pre- 


sented by Dr. W. H. Mayfield. 

ou will please excuse me, Dr. Bauduy 
replied, but lam loaded for another mat- 
tor ana Il want to have all my powers in re- 
serve. 

It was known that he was alluding 
to the Giscussion of Dr. Love's 
paper, but it was not expected 
that the bomb he was about to explode 
would create such wide consternation as it 
did in the ranks of the neurologists. He 
posed, fearless and undaunted, as the icono- 
clast beforethe shrine which the modern 
neurologists have erected to the demon Neu- 
rasthenla. 


When Dr. Heine Marks, who presided 


at the meeting, announced the discus- 
sion of Dr. Love’s paper to de 
in order Dr. Bauduy arose from his seat, 
shook his raven locks and in a gentle tone of 
voice began by saying that considerable had 
been said oflate by the members of the so- 
clety on this subject. He had been urged to 
make a reply to Dr. Love’s paper, but had 
refused. 

Last Wednesday night, however, he had a 
fit of indigestion and in the sleepless hours 
ofthe early moon he had revolved in his 
mind the main points ofthat paper and an 
irresistible impulse seized him to reply to it. 

He was convinced that the time had ar 
rived when it was the duty of the true neu- 
rologist to wage active war on the general 
practitioner, to remain silent would be to 
show the white feather. There were some 
good points in Dr. Love’s paper which were 
worthy of commendation. The geatleman 
was notonlya general practitioner—he was 
also an aggressive specialist. He should have 


confined himself, however, tothe domain of 
patriatics, in which he was pre-eminently 
excellent, 

He was not the Apollo Belvidere of the so- 
clety,as the gentleman had styled Dr. Mul- 
hall, but he certainly was the Adonis. He 
had demonstrated his powers of magnetizing 
and hypnotizing all the little children he had 
treated, and for that reason he shouid 
have confined himself to pa- 
triaticsa. Bad dtigestioa might produce 
alleged neurasthenic’ symptoms, so might 
gastric disturbances, 

He deplorea the fact that neurologists 
wished to arrogate to themselves the treat- 
ment of all nervous diseases. He pictured to 
himself a medical round table at which were 
seated the laparotomists, the ovariotomists, 
the gynecologists and a score of other 
specialists feastin on all the wealth a 
Croesus could ring them, and a 

rand humble neurologist crouching be- 
neath the table eager to catch the few neu- 
rasthenic crumbs which might be swept 
down to him. 


NO SUCH DISEASE. 
All this, however, was but a prelude to the 
main assertion which he was about to make. 


He expected to be attacked on all sides when 
he had made it, but he stood prepared to 
meet allcomers, as on them would lie the 
burden ot proof, 

maintain and assert before this body 
with full consciousness of knowing what i 
am saying, that there is no such disease as 
neurasihenia, and I can prove it.’’

Neurasthenia was no more a nosological 
entity than typho-malaria. Dr. Woodward, 
— Orst classified typho-malaria as a dis- 
tinct disease, had recante from this posi- 
tion in a book published dy him ten years 
later. Physicians had no right to-day to 
sign a certificate in which the cause of death 
Ww as stated as typho-malaria.The disease ex 
isted no more than tosalgta, an alleged 
modern policeman’s disease, 

He had read all tnat Beard had to say on 
the subject of neuras theroiaand digested it 
with intense disgust. Ihe book wus full of 
absurdities.

A POPULAR TRIUMPH. 


Achieved by Emperor William Il. When 
He Received Bismarck. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Poultney Bigelow of New 
York, who was a schoolmate of Emperor 
Willuam, and has since retained, very inti- 
mate personal relations with him is here,and 
at the Post-DIsPpaTOm correspondent’s re- 
quest has written the following statement: 

Since March, 1890, Bismarck has persist- 
ently and maliciously distributed sand in the 
machinery of the German locomotive of Gov- 
ernment because he has been dismissed from 
the post of engineer. In these four years 
not once has the Emperor opened his 


mouth against Bismarck, nor has he allowed 
any of his friendsto answer in the press the 
falsehoods spread out by the late Chancellor. 
None of Bismarck’s privilexes were cur- 
tailed, not even that of traveling over the 
railway deadhead. 

»Chancellor Caprivi also submitted in se- 
lence to the continued attacks of Bismarck 
and his organs. In these four years the Em- 
peror bas not changed a bit. e demanded 
Bismarck’s resignation because Bismarck 
represented in 1890 political incapacities, 
a parliamentary minority; but he made a 
sharp distinction between Bismarck as a 
manandasa Chancellor. To Bismarckas a 
man he has extended the hand of friendship 
and that band has only been accepted yes- 
terday. 

**Bismarck left Berlin in 1890, threatening 
‘Le Rol me reverra!’ He comes back, how- 
ever, to teach the democratic lesson that no 
one man is indispensable. German pol- 
icy is not affected at all by this 
birthday greeting. Bismarck has at last 
seen that the Emperor does uncommonly 
well without him and that for the sake of his 
children it is well to make his peace while 
there is yet time, 

‘*I saw Bismarck drive to the palace and 
the cheéring did not compare in force to that 
calledout by the 7th Regiment marching 
down Fifth avenue. But two hours later 
the Emperor rode out and the crowd surged 
about his horse and cheered as Berlin 
has scarcely heard since the victorious troops 
marched from the French battle fields. The 
Emperor has achieved his first popular 
triumph. He has proved to his own people 
that he can notonly dowithout Bismarck, 
but that he can do it like a gentlemen.’’

THRIVING TEXAS. 


in 


J. S. Nanson Gives a Very Good Report 
of Affairs in the Lone Star State. 


Mr. J. S. Nanson of the Nanson Commis- 
sion Co, — this city has just returned from a 
trip to Texas, where he went to visit his 
daughter, Mrs. H. E. Barnard of Oakland 
Terrace, near San Antonio. Mr. Nanson 


says of his trip South: 

found large and substantial improve - 
ments in San Antonio since my last visit 
there two years ago, and seems to be a 
steady growth. Thecity will always be the 
leading city in Texas. Business of all kinds 
seems fake and the elimate cannot be ex- 
celled, The weather during January was 
balmy as May. San Antonio is becoming 
more of a health resort during the winter 
months every yeer. 

On the invitation of J, S. McKinnon, for- 
mermerly an old resident and live stock man 
of St. Louls, I went for a hunt out at his 
ranch of some 50,000 acres in Atascosa Coun- 
ty, about forty miles southeast of San An- 
tonio, known as the Mount Scopus Ranch. 
I found that partof the country fast flling 
up with small farms, most of which are being 
putin cotton, The past season bas — 
very dry, but stocks generality look well, 
it has been a warm open winter and — 
small showers have fallen, so the grass and 
weeds are getting green and cattle doing 
well. On the night ofthe 19th there was a 
fine rain, which seemed general throughout 
Southwest Texas, and wilidoa great deal of 
good. As a general thing Texas is very 
short of stock water,and in dry seasons 
such as this a great many stock die for want 
of water, but in the past few years nearly 
all of the best ranches are getting wells, 
wind-mills and pumps, which give 
an abundance, and stock never 
suffer, as in former years, 
They get water anywhere at a depth of from 
100 to 200 feet, at no great cost. A first-class 
well, wind mill and pump complete only 
costs about $250, and furnishes water fora 
large number of cattle. 

„he Mount Scopus Ranch has thirteen 

wells and mills distributed all over the 
ranch. Before they adopted the well system, 
Texas lost more cattle and stuck for want of 
water than food. The Mount Scopus Ranch 
has about 4,000 head of cattle, mostly steer, 
and will have 1,000 to 1,500 head for sale in 
May. 
‘*I predict that the time is not far ot when 
we shall see Texas one of the largest agri- 
cultural States inthe Union, all it lacks is 
water for irrigation.and by sinking wells, 
with windmills and pumps they can get all 
that is needed for that purpose. I found lots 
of game of all kinds while out on the ranch 
and shot a large buck, the horns of which I 
brought home. 

„rom the general outlook of Texas I do not 
think they felt the tight money market and 
hard times that we have hadin Missouri and 

out West, and I am sure not one Ralf the 
suffering and distress has been felt in Texas 
as in our country and cities. One seldom 
sees a beggar or tramp in Southwest Texas.

INTEREST INFORMALLY CANVASSED. 


An Attempt to Defeat the Repeal of the 
Federal Blections Bill Considered Use- 
less Plans in Conmection With the 
Admission of New States — Hawaii 


Touched On. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Repub- 
lican Steering Committee of the Senate held 
a meeting at the Capitol to-day and dis- 
cussed at some length the party policy in 
that body for the immediate future. The 
Federai elections bill and the bills for the 
admission of Utah, Arizona and New Mexico 
into the Union were the principal topics. 

No change was recommended so far as the 
elections bill was conceined. It was con- 
ceded that it would be useless to attempt the 
Gefeatof the passage of the Dill, and that 
the only thing desirable was to draw the 
Democratic Senators into an acrimontous 
discussion. Mr. Spandler’s tactics will 
therefore be repeated for a few days, al- 
though they promise nosuccess. The Demo- 
cratic Senators hold that the bill calls for no 
argument at their hands, and as soon as the 
Republicans are through witb their speeches 
a vote will be called for and obtained. 

On the subject of the admission of the Ter- 
ritories there was at the outset a division of 
opinion. The Eastern Republicans argued 
in favor of tacking Utah onto Nevada and 
uniting Arizona and New Mexico. They ex- 
pressed the fear that the bringing in of three 
Territories separately would result in six 
additional Democratic Senators. The West- 
ern men, headed by Dubois and Carey, 
comDatted this proposition vigorously. They 
argued that it would be both unfair to the 
Territories and hurtful to the Republican 
party to decide the question upon such 
narrow partisan lines. They held that Utah 
in particular was most deserving of inde. 


pendent recognition and that they should 
vote accordingly when the time came. This 
had its effect on the committee, and it was 
decided tointerpose no objection tothe ad- 
mission ofthe Territories. 

There was some informal talk about Ha- 
wall, but it was agreed that until the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations had reported it 
would be useless to attempt to define the 
party’s policy on that subject. 

The Steering Committee will confer again 
aboutthis matter, and the annexationists 
will make an effort to have the party declare 
for their policy as soon as it is practicabie, 


ONLY DANGER REMOVED. 


That Which Seriously Threatened the 
Passage of the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The only 
danger which has seriously threatened the 
passage of the Wilson Dill, the possibility of 
securing Its recommital by the 
combined votes of the Republicans 
and the disgruntled Democrats, was 
removed to-day by the action of the 
Republican leaders in deciding to confine 
their opposition toa direct vote against the 
passage of the measure as amended. 

Ex-speaker Reed and Representatives Bur- 
rows of Michigan and Hopkins of Lilinols had 
numerous conferences during the day 
with leading Republicans, and Mr. Hopkins, 
speaking for his colleagues, stated to-night 
that it had been decided that it would be 
unwise forthe Republicans to ald the dis- 
affected Democrats in their attempt to 
send the bill back to the Ways 
and Means Committeai They were of the 
opinion, he said, that such an attempt, even 
if succeesful, would not result in killing the 
bill, while it would compromise the attitude 
of the Republicans Mm Congress, who, he 
said, were opposed toany sort ofa tariff bill 
likely to be framed by the Democrats, 

The consideration which itis believed has 
been most potent in bringing the Kepublic- 
anstotheir fina! determination is the est!- 
mate which they succeeded in making to- 
day of the Democratic strength 
against the Wilson bill. After 
a careful canvass it was 
ascertained that not more than thirty-three 
Democrats could be counted upon to support 
a motion to recommit the biil, which, with 
the 126 Republicans, would only give 129 votes 
to send the Dill Dack, or twenty less 
than a majority of the House. It was 
believed, too, that several Democrats who 
are opposed to the bill would manifest the 
fact rather dy their absence on the roll calls 
than by voting either to recommit the bill or 
to kill it. 

There area few Republicans who do not 
agree with theirleadersasto the policy to 
be pursued, but as the Republican side is no- 
tably under good discipline, it is believed 
that Defore the vote is taken the 
party will be solid against recommital. 
The programme for the discussion of the in- 
comeé tax, which was correctly given only 
in to-day’s Post-DIsPpaTcHu, will be followed 
to the letter. The internaLrevenue Dill will 
be offered as an amendment to the Wilson 
billon Monday morning and the three re- 
maining days of the debate will be spent in 
Giscussing it, andthe evenings will be given 
up to general debate. 

On Thursday the closing sessions will be 
held and at 8 o’clock a vote will be taken on 
the adoption of the internal revenue measure 
asanamendmenttothe Wilson bill, It Is 
expected that a nfotion to recommit the bill 
will follow, when the full strength of the op- 
position will be developed, 

Chairman Wilson said to-night that he had 
no possible doubt as tothe result. After the 
motion to recommit has been voted down the 
question will recur on the passage of the 
bill, which, it is believed, will go through by 
a majority of at least forty. 

The decision of the Democrats to offer the 
internal revenue Dill as an amendment to 
the Wilson bill has obviated the ne- 
cessity for the formulation of a 
minority report, 80 that there 
will be no reason for Mr. 
Cockran to present his views to the House in 
any form other than aspeech. Heis prepar- 
ing himself for an extended effort, which 
will be delivered on Monday or Tuesday dur- 
ing the period set aside for general debate on 
the proposed amendment, 

It is belleved that the majority of the anti- 
income taxers will be heard aguriag Monday 
and Tuesday, while Congressmen McMillan, 
Bryan and Hall, the leaders of the income 
tax movement, will make elaborate argu- 
ments in support of thelr position.

The ambassador, Baron Von Saurma 
Jeltsch, and his fair youn daughter wel- 
comed ‘their guests to-night in the main 
drawing-room of the embassy, which is a 
new addition to the mansion. T @ apartment 
is finished in bard woods and nicely finished 
in scarlet and gold and lighted by cut-glass 
chandeliers, suspended by massive gold 
frames. The fittings of the drawing-room 
arrived from Germany only last week 
and are said to be the costliest ever seen 
here, Upon the walls are two Valuable 
tapestries, one of them a beautiful antique, 
while the other is of the renaissance era. 
Conspicuous in the room is a gold cabinet 
with Meissen china from Saxony, which 
Wus presented by August ‘‘The Strong,’’ 
King of Saxony, tooneof the ambassador's 
ancestors. 

Miss Carmen Von Saurma wore a Deautiful 
imported gown of heavy white satin with 
trimmings of rare old lace. 

The Marine Band furnished music for the 
occasion and by request from the Ambassa- 
dor omitted all German airs and instead 
played national American music, 

An elaborate collation was served late in 
the evening, at which was served rare and 
costly imported wines of many nations and 
well Known German delicacies. 

Among the guests were the Vice-President 
and Mrs. Stevenson, the members of the 
Cabinet and their tamilies, the members of 
the diplomatic corps, many prominent pub- 
lie men and a large contingent of Washing- 
ton’s most exclusive social people, 


Mot Easy to Regulate. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The time for 
putting in force the regulations concerning 
seal life in Behring Sea is rapidly 
approaching, ana it is becoming 


quite evident that it will be difficult 
to make regulations in conformity with 
the recommendations of the Behring 
Sea Tribunal. ‘ithe condition is that the 
United States and Great Britain, even by 
agreement and co-operation, cannot protect 
seal life 1 yy - the three-mile limit of the 
land and the islands, except against their 
own citizens under their own flag. 

Most of the depredations inthe past have 
been committed under the British fag by 
Canadian sealers. This can be put a stop to, 
but if the Canadian sealers can sail under the 
Corean flag, or that of any other nation not 
A party to the agreement, they cannot be 
A from pursuing pelagic sealing. 

‘either can the citizens of nations nota 
party tothe agreement be molested. 

The main task in the preparation of regu- 
lations Is, therefore, the securing of agree- 
ments from other nations not to allow flags 
to be used to protect depredators. Ihe labors 
of Secretary Gresham and Sir Julian Paunce- 
foote, British Ambassador, are Delieved to 
be directed to that end. 

Russia and Japan are believed to have al- 
ready expressed their willingness to co- 
operate in the measuresto protect seal life 
in Behring Sea. \\hether consent of any 
other nations has been secured cannot be 
ascertained. 

There is a vast deal of detail to be arranged 
in the perfection ofthe regulations, such as 
defining the zones of the sea about islands 
within the three-mile Umit over which the 
United States has absolute jurisdiction. 80 
there is reason for doubt whether the regula- 
tlons can be perfected before the sealing 
season opens. 


FOUND IN THE MORGUE, 


The Discovery of Young Gable’s Body 
Solves a Chicago Mystery. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—The body of young 
Gable, whom tdle rumor connected with the 
Cron murder case at Wilmette, near this 
city, has been found and one more case of 
mysterious disappearance has been solved. 
This morning a tall gentleman hurriedly en- 
tered the Coroner’s office and asked to be 
allowed to examine the effects taken from a 
body which was washed up by the waves of 


Lake Michigan a week ago. Among tne 
papers was a receipt dated in Denver. The 
man who was looking Over the papers seized 
this and read it through ata glance. 

It is my son, he said; ‘‘lknow this re- 
ceipt.’’ 

The man was J. H. Gable, a well-known 
business man of Denver. Since the World’s 
Fair he has been searching for his son, who 
disappeared inthis city at that time. Every 
avenue had been explored—huspitals, jalis 
and morgues, but to no avail until this 
morning. ‘ihereonasilab lay the body ofa 
young man distorted by the waves of the 
lake. Mr. Gable gquickl began to make 

reparations for taking the body to his home 

n Denver. The police had found no means 
of identifying the body. 

The disappearance of B. F. Gable caused 
something ofa sensation when it occurred. 
because some unfounded rumors connected 
his name withthe murder of Mrs. Cron at 
Wilmette, which occurred the night before 
his disappearance. The father and son had 
one day visitedthe Fair and were on their 
way tothecity. The father hurried across 
the platform,expecting his son to follow, and 
slipped into a seat just as the iron bar was 
thrown across the opening behind him, and 
the som was not abie to board the 
train, The father was not at 
all alarmed, thinking that his 
son, who was 22 years old, and perfectly able 
to take care of himself, would follow on the 
next train. When the train on which Mr. 
Gable rode arrived at Van Buren that gen- 
tleman awaited the next train, confident! 
expecting to greet his son and — 
over the occurrence. After the last 
train pulled in that night from the 
World's Fair without bringing his son, Mr. 
Gable notified the police and searched 
everywhere, but to no avall. Mr. Gable 
took rooms in the city and every time en un- 
known was found dead in the city he

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Transcontinental Rate Troubles—Andrew 
Stevens in Luck—No Sale. 


CnroaGco, Jan. 27.—Matters were very much 
mixed up to-day in the transcontinental rate 
situation, In the first place the Union Pacific 
created consternation by sending out 
notice that it could not be a party 
to the agreement arrived at 
among the transcontinental lines. 
Its refusal threatens to render all the work 
of the conferences that have been held since 
the beginning of the year of no avail, No- 
dody here can see how the agreement 
reached can be carried out without the 
Union Pacific. The reason for 
ite action is still a mystery, 


but it is believed that it has decided to act 
with the Western Passenger Association lines 
rather than withthe Transcontinental ones 
in a settlement of the situation. Matters 
were not improved in the least when, follow 
ing close on the heels of the Union Pacific, 
notice came with advices from the other 
Transcontinental roads that they could 
notinany way modify the proposition they 
bad originally made the Western raads fora 
settlement of existing differences. They did 
this knowing that their proposition was not 
atalilfkely to be accepted by the Western 
roads, and that a number of them had stated 
their determination never to agree to it. 
The whole question to-day seems more un- 
settled than before the conferences began, 
and a return to open war seems inevitable. 

After the advites of the transcontinental 
roads were received a call was sent out this 
evening for a special meeting of the Western 
Passenger Association to be held here next 
Thursday toconsider the situation and see 
what could be done to prevent further de- 
moraligzation, 

Further investigations of the passenger 
rate situation at Indianapolis have led to the 
discovery that California rates there are very 
much more demoralized than was reported a 
day or two ago. Fresh notices were served 
on the Indianapolis-St. Louls lines by the 
Western roads to-day that they would not be 
parties to any rate-catting, but would insist 
on receiving full roportions on 
all Givisions of rates. They further inti- 
mated once more that unless rate-cutting 
ceased immediately tickets sold by the In- 
dianapolis roads would not be honored on 
the Western ones, but that all business rela- 
tions with the Indianapolis roads would 
discomtined,

WITHOUT WESTERN PRECEDENT. 


Litigation to Follow the Attempted Con- 
solidation of Two Naticnal Banks. 


St. Jos kn, Mo., Jan, 27.—A few weeks ago 
it was announced that the Schuster- Hax Na- 
tional Bank and the Saxton National Bank 
of this city would consolidats, the new insti- 
tution formed by the consolidation to be 
known as the First National Bank of Bu- 
chanan County, St. Joseph. Some of the 
stockholders object to the consolidation ana 
will carry the matter into the Federal Court 


or ask fora decision by the Comptroller of 
the Currency. Attorneys have been em- 
ployed by the officers of the banks and by the 
stockholders, and litigation will result. The 
case will be without precedent in the West. 

The projectors for the consolidation of the 
two banks have acted from the outset under 
the impression that it was within thejpower 
of two-thirds of the gtockholders to arbitra- 
rily effect a consolidation of the banks, x- 
ing the terms as they pleased, The National 
banking law provides that by a vote of two- 
thirds of the stockholders a dank may go 
into liquidation, but there is no provision 
authorizing a portion of the stockholders to 
compelall others to accept stock ina new 
bank in liquidation oftheir dues. The con- 
solidation of two or more national banks is 
not expressly provided for by law, the pro- 
ceeding being only incidentally referred to 
without laying down the proceedings neces- 
sary to accomplish the end. Efforts have 
been madeto compromise the existing dif- 
ferences between the dissenting stockholders 
and those in favor ofthe consolidation, but 
they have failed, and the matter will become 
a subject of litigation. 

The objection to the consolidation comes 
from shareholders who own stock in the 
Schuster-Hax National Bank. The plan of 
consolidation Was fixed upon Jan. 1, and the 
proposition isto be voted on Feb. 1. A cir- 
cular was sent out aanouncizg that the 
banks would consolidate. The plan of con- 
solidation contemplates the issue of stock in 
the new bank equalto 60 percent of the par 
value of sach shareholder’s stock in the 
Schuster-Hax National Bank, and the 
transfer out of the assets of the old Dank 
to the new of cash and commercial 
paper sufficient to pay for this 
stock in the bank. The a. per 
cent due on Schuster-Hax stock Is to paid 
as soon as funds can be realized from the re- 
maining assets of the Institution. The 60 per 
cent of the assets of the old Dank to pass into 
the hands of the new bank to be guaranteed 
by the Schuster-Hax indorsement, leaving 
the remainder of the assets of the bank with 
which to Iquidate claims of creditors, in- 
cluding shareholders who decline to take 
stock inthe new concern. The same plan is 
to be followed In the case of thejSaxton Na- 
tional Bank. 

It is claimed by the dissenting stockhold- 
ers that this would transferto the new Dank 
the good willand business of both the old 
ones, but not their liabilities, It is not satis- 
factory te the stockholders, who would be 
liable for double the amount of thelr stock 
for the obligations of the old bank, and 
who.do not desire to become stockholders in 
the new concern. 

The dissenting stockholders also contend 
that the consolidation would be unlawful 
from the fact that the plan requires 

banks to indorse and, guar- 
paper transferred to the

MEDICAL COLLEGE METHODS. 


Gruesome Story of the Finding of a Body 
in a St. Louis Institation. . 


ROCHESTER, N. T., Jan. 27.—Much indigna- 
tion has been aroused here to-day bya story 
from St. Louls. John Reilly, driver of Chem- 
ical Engine No. 1 of the Fire Department, got 
a letter from a St. Louis friend, inclosing a 
newspaper clipping which stated that his 
brother Michael, whohad been working in 
that city as a shoemaker, had died at the St. 
Louis City Hospital. He started at once with 
Undertaker Oldfield to bring the body here. 
On reaching the hospital they found the body 
had been given by the hospital authorities 
to the Anatomical Distributing Board to be 
dissected. The body, according to Mr. 
Relilly’s information, was found  hor- 
ribly mutilated and disfigured at 
the Missouri Medical College. Messrs. 


Reilly and Oldfield visited the college, armed 
with an order for the body given them by Dr. 
Brokaw, They were taken in charge by the 
janitor and shown the anatomical stor- 
age room. May I never see such a horrible 
sight again as long as Iltive, said Reilly, 
speaking of his experience. ‘‘There were 
fifty or sixty bodies thrown into bins on 
either side of a room, 8xl0in dimensions. 
There was a narrow passage between the 
bins, scarcely 18 inches wide, and on either 
side of this passage the arms and heads and 
legs of dead people hung over the edges 
of the bins and 1 had to rub 
against them as I passed along. One 
body had fallen into the passage,and we had 
to step over it in order to get by. Then they 
began throwing the bodies around to find 
that of my brother. Whenever they would 
lift up a body the one below would be found 
to be black and discolored where they had 
come in contact. All of them were more or 
less mutilated. I recognized my brother’s 
body by a scar on d left arm. it had been 
disemboweled and cut open from the neck 
down. It made me sick and faint to see it. A

New Yorx, Jan. 27.—Hetty Green, whose 


fortune is estimated at $60,000,000, occupies a 
hall bedroom in Mrs. A. K. Bonta’s board- 
ang-house at Pierrepont and Henry streets, 


Brooklyn: She is miserly and suspicious, and 


is constantiy haunted by a dread of begging 


Jetters, newspaper men, cranks and men with 
schemes who want to invest her money, and 
she is all the time in terror of robbers and 
anarchists. At the bottom of her dislike of 
notoriety, and very probably one of the main 
reasons for her mysterious way of living, Is 
her fear of being robbed or being threatened. 
She has no home of her own and has not had 
for years. Sue has been so shrewd in her en- 
doa vors to conceal her temporary residences 
from the public that at no time within the 
past ten years have more than a score of 
people known where she slept or ate her 
meals. 
un HAS A HUSBAND, 

S0 surrounded by mystery have been her 
affairs that newspaper readers all over the 
country will learn with surprise that she has 
a husband even. He is Edward H. Green, 
and can de found any evening and afternoon 
at the Union Club, Fifth avenue and Twen- 
tieth street. He isa very large and tall man, 
and chews tobacco constantly. He has 
not been in active business for many 
years, and his life is as prosaic as 
possible. He hada fortune once and lost it 
in speculation, and Mrs. Green makes him 
an allowance from her own enormous wealth. 
When she married there was an @nte-nuptial 

‘agreement by the termsof which Mr. and 
Mrs. Green were never to have any interest 
in one another’s estates. 

THE so AND DAUGHTER. 

The existence of Edward H. Green, their 
g0n, now 26 years old, is generally known. 
Hie looks after his mother’s interests out of 
town and makes his headquarters in Chi- 
cago. He is now in Texas. 

But how many people know that Hetty 
Green has a daughter of marriageable 
age? Miss Sylvia Howland Green is a 
tall, rather plain-featured woman of 
28 years, who has a fortune of $5,000,000 In her 
own right, besides being a prospective 
sharer together with her brother in her 
mother’s vast estate. Miss Green wears 
giasses and is inclined to be melancholy. 
She is living now with Miss Annie Leary at 90 
Fifth avenue. 

A CHEAP LIVER. 

Mrs. Green is 88 years old. She has money 
enough to take up a nation’s issue of bonds. 
She dresses like a deserving scrubwoman 
and lives in cheag boarding-houses. Her 
present residence is in a fashionable neigh- 
borhood on Brooklyn Heights, but her bed 
room is only nine feet square. Her 
father, Edward Mott Robinson, a 
tight-fisted New England whaling 
merchant, and the mother of Mrs.Bonta,who 
keeps the house on Pierrepont street, were 
second cousins, and this is one of the reasons 
why the woman of wealth and the boarding- 
house keeper are able to get along together. 

Mrs. Green has been here for about a 
month. She came without warning and she 
will depart without warning probably. Mrs. 
Bonta has learned never to be surprised at 
anything her est does. Mrs. Green has 
boarded at her house several times before. It 
is a four-story, old-fashioned house on the 
corner of Henry street. There is a small 
yard in the rear, with high board fence and 
A gate opening onthbe sidestreet, there are 
five rooms on each floor and the prices run 
from $12 down to $7. The lowest priced room 
in the house ts the hall bed-room on the third 
floor and this is Mrs. Green's. 

HER ROOM. 

It is just the sort of a room to suit a clerk 
on a very moderate salary (say $20 a week), 
who wants to be ina nice neighborhood and 
meet nice people atthe table and yet must 


economize. It is about big enough to hold 
the furniture and that is all. A single win- 
dow affords a view of the back yard, a tum 
bie-down carpenter shop and the alley. 

Mrs., Green eats her meals in the kitchen, 
for the very good reason that Mrs. Bonta re- 
fuses to allow the richest woman in America 
to sit at the dining-room table with the other 
boarders dressed as she is now and has been 
for many years. Shabby is the only word 
that describes her appearance. The few 

rders who have been allowed to 
meet her and the domestics in the house say 
too that she is untiay. 
HER DAILY ROUTINE. 

Mrs. Green has been living rather a quiet 
life for the last month and the record of her 
movements for almost any day is a fair sam- 


ple of her dally routine. 
Last Tuesday, for instance, she got up at 7 


o’cloce in the morning, when the bell was 
rung inethe lower hall, and at 7:45 she was 
down in the kitchen, where the land- 
lady was getting the breakfast. There are 
from twenty to oe boarders in the 
house,and the menu that morning was steaks 
and sausages. Mrs. Green sat at the kitchen 
table, at which were platters and vegetables 
bread and other dishes, At the other end 

Bonta was cut- 
tin the into slices and 
dishing out the vegetables, Mrs. Green 
heiped herselftoan empty plate and pro- 
ceeded to eat her meal. She took what she 
wanted from the platters with a fork, until 
her own plate was full, and then she ate a 
substantial breakfast without the aid of 
either knife or fork. This fact is vouched for 
by the domestics. Itis Mrs, Green’s custom 
to use but one plate and to use her Ongers 
whenever possible in preference to Knives

WHAT Sunn LOOKS LIKE. 

She looks like a big strapping washwoman, 
Bhe is above the medium height, with a large 
frame and plenty of fesh. Her hands and 
feet are of generous proportions. She is not 
only square-jawed, but her whole head is 
singularly square. She has bigh cheek bones, 
firm straight nose, thin lips and keen 
eyes set well back under the broad 
forehead. Her hair, which was brown, and 
which has not yet completely succeeded in 
turning gray. ooks as if it had a tinge of 
greeninit.

Sage takes 
his luncheon every atthe Western Union 
Bullding because can yet it for 
nothing, being a director of the big telegraph 
company. All day long Mrs. Green sat at her 
desk examinin popers. Writing short letters 
and occasionally talking with some bank ot 
cial or lawyer whom she had sent for. It was 
6 o’clock when she left the bank and joined 
thousands of homeward-bound Brooklyn peo- 
ple on the big bridge. Half an hour later she 
was seated at the little table in the kitchen 
of the boarding-house ready for ner dinner. 

AGAINST WOMAN SUFFRAGE.

She is as frugal and 
economical in the interest of those she lices 
as for those she does business for, and she 
has told Mra. Bonta maaya time that it 
would be a waste of gas for her to remain in 
her own room at night when she might just 
as well be inthe Kitchen where the gas is 
burning away.

A period of her 
life which had great influenceon her writings 
was long excursions which she took with 
her fatber for the benefit of his health. Ina 
family carriage they traveled over parts of 
Ohio and the neighboring States, and she un- 
consciously collected much literary ma- 
terial. After the death of her father she 
began to write. One of her first stories pub- 
lished was ‘*The Happy Valley. printed in 
Harver’s in July, 1870, and it is a coincidence 

atthe last number ot the same magazine 
also contains a story by her., A lrans- 
planted Boy.“ After this, beginning, she 
produced an almost continuous series of 
novels and stories. The vest Known of 
her books are Anne, Castle Nowhere,“ 
Rodman the Keeper, and other Southern 
sketches. For the Major, East Angels“ 
and Jupiter Lignts,’’ ete. Several poems 
have also been published written by her, It 
has been noted that what she wrote was 
marked by sympathy with the unfortunate 
and that her heroes und heroines are unl- 
formly persons who deserved success but did 
not achieve it. 

In 1873 Miss Woolson, with her mother, 
went to St. Augustine to live and remained 
there five yoars. Her mother died in 1875. 
The same year she went to Europe with ber 
sister and niece and spentthe remainder of 
her life in England, Italy and Switzerland, 
She Made only one visit to this country.

A LAUNDRYMAN’S HOURS. 
The Chinese laundryman rises with the sun 
and, as he has no chance tositup with the 
daughter, continues to work until the day’s 


allotted tasks are done. His meals are eaten 
about9a.m. and 8 m., with lanen of 
American pastry at noon and sometimes a 
light supper before heretires. Althogh rice 
is the principal ingredlent of his food, he 
must have meat, pork or beef, to give him 
strength to do this work. It costs himas 
much to live as the average American labor- 
er, whois without a family. On Sunday he 
usually snoozes until 9 or 10 o’clock, and 
while some goto Sunday-sehool, others de- 
vote most of thelr time to getting up 
a good @inner, in which the products 
ofthe American farm are weddedto dell- 
cacies from China. All hands on deck join 
in ite discussion with amiable good nature, 
A few tiny cups of samshoo or bourbon 
whisky serveto increase their hilarity end 
their appetite. For twenty minutes or 80 
chopsticks are flourished in the air, making 
innumerable scoops, and viands disappear 
like snow under a scorching sun. 

The work of a well reguiated laundry is so 
systematiged that there is atime for every- 
thing. Nothing is left over for Sunday or 
Monday if its inmates can heip it. Sunday is 
their rest day, and Monday, like the blue 
Monday of the preachers, is reserved for 
loafing and recreation, for calls of business 
or pleasure. 

Some of the Chinese are so eager to get rich 
in a hurry that they spend these two Gays in 
tempting fate and testing their fortune at the 
fantantable. The lucky ones go home in 
glory; the unlucky ones must work harder 
and longer at the wash-tab. 

Chinese laundries have two days of the 
week for wasttiing (Tuesday and thurs day) 
and the other days for froning. Stareh- 
ing and drying must be done therefore 
on Tuesday and Thursaay night. it is 
unreasonable for the customer to expect bis 
washing done before the laundryman has had 
time to soak the perspiration und the dis- 
carded pieces of his epidérmis out of his 
clothes, according to the former's afvision of 
abor. 

In many Southern States where female ne- 
gro labor can be had for $8 per week, it is 
customary to employ negresses to do the 
washing, while their Asiatic employers do 
the ironing. In st. Louls *‘this custom is 
more honored in the breach than the obserr- 


ance,’ 

In order to have clothes returned to their 
respective owners each garment is labeled 
and every package ig entered in the 
book of record. There is no chance for 
confusion except when the labels are lost or 
the marks washed away. 4 ticket witha 
number written upon it in Chinese hiero- 
giyphics goes with every package and is duly 
recorded. This ticket musttally with the 
one in the possession of the owner of the 
clothes before délivery is made,

When 4 Superfiluous Woman’’ arrives 
fresh from the press of the Cassell Publish- 
in g Co., she willfind an audience awalting 
her. The coming of the book has deen well 
advertised, and the advertising has consisted 
ofarumor that it was from the pen of the 
author of “The Heavenly Twias. Indeed, 
it was more than a rumor, too. I have seen 
it positively announced that Sarah Grand 
wrote the story. But she has as positively 
denied the charge. But then Sarah Grand 
has a way of denying things. She de- 
nies that she is Mrs. McFall, 
and yet the evidence that she is 
is very strong. I contend, however, that 
an author who writes over a pen name and 
chooses for his own reasons to be anony- 
mous, hasaright to deny his identity. If 
this was not allowable, then any writer who 
wishes to be unknown is at the mercy of the 
first impertinent person who asks him point 
dlank if he wrote so and so. Col. John Hay, 
for example, is said to be the author of Tue 
Breadwinners.’’ Perhaps he is, but if he 18 
he does not wien it iknown.

The experiment at Providence has already 
been described in these columns. That at 
Lawrence has been in operation since Sep- 
tem , and the results up to date are 
worth notice, 

First, as to the prevention of typhoid fever. 
The time ig too short to give final results, but 
it appears that, whereas for the past five 
years the avera number of deatns in Law- 
rence from this disease has been five for Oc- 
tober and five for November, there has been 
only one such death in each of these months 
this year, The special importance of this lies 
in the fact that the water for the city is taken 
from the Merrimac ver, which ig contam.- 
inated by sewage, and bas for — 5 deen 
held responsible forthe most of the typhoid 
feverin Lawrence. Turning to the sical 
properties of the filtered water, it is found 
that 98 per cent of the bacteria in tbe river 
water disappear during the process of filtra- 
tion. What is quite as important is that 

is same filtration removes so much of 
the organic matter which contributes to the 
propagation of bacteria that the few which 
pass through the filter find themselves at a 
great vantage in the struggle for exist- 
ence.

Giant Leaves.

Mice Used as Thread Spinners.

A Scotchman, who is evidently as patient 
ashe is ingenious, has trained two little 
miceto spin thread with an apparatus of 
which he isthe inventor. The mechanical 
principle of the contrivance is asmall mill, 


which is operated by the paws of the mice. 
They can each wind on and off per day from 
100 to 120 pieces of thread, and todo this they 
must supply a motor power by which a course 
of ten and one-half miles could be traversed. 
Although the two mice are quite small they 
perform this task every day without ap- 
parent fatigue. A cent’s worth of flour fur- 
Dishes them food enough for five weeks. 
During that time the little animals have 
spun in tne neighborhood of 38,850 threads. 
each about one and one-half yards long. At 
this rate each mouse earns not quite cent 
per day, or the munificent sum of about 82 
per year. 

The ingenious inventor proposes to builda 
house 90 feet long, 45 feet wide and 48 feet 
high, which he expects to equip on a large 
scale with thread mills pperated by mice. 
He says he can put in about 10,000 mills, 


The Deepest Metal Mine in the World. 


From the Engineering and Mining Journal. 

The United States has now, we believe, the 
deepest metal mine in the world. For some 
time that claim has been made for the Maria 
shaft at the mines of Przibram, in Austria, 


wich was 8,675 feet below the surface at the 
time of the great fire in 1892, and nothing w® 
lieve has been done upon it since that time. 
It has now been surpassed in depth by 
the Nos shaft of the Tamarack Copper Min- 
in Michigan, which on Dec. 1 was 

and is now more than 3,700 


question the deepest metal mine in existence, 
and only one other shaft has reached a 
greater depth, thatof acoal mine in Bel- 
gium, for which 3,900 feet is claimed. 

For the attainment of this distinction we 
have to congratulate Captain John Daniels, 
the general manager of the company, for the 
skill and success with which the work has 
been carried on. In Germany the completion 
of the Adalbert shaft to a depth of 1,000 
meters (8,281 feet) was thought worthy to be

Aluminum Saddles. 
Written for the BSuNDAY Post-DisPpaton. 
An interesting experiment is at present 
beihg made with a squadron of Turkish 
soldiers in the Soudan. They have been sup- 


plied with saddles, the bands of which, as 
well as the spurs, are made of alan, 


and cover their hats with a sort of rain- 
shade made of the same material. Pocket 
books, lanterns, trunks, boxes, and all sorts 
of furniture are madeof paper. The paper 
industry is the most prominent in Corea and 
large quantities even are exported to China, 
which does a good deal of paper manufactur- 
ing ofitsown. It is all done with manual 
la bor, andthe pulp is made from rags, old 
paper, and the roots and seeds of a plant 
called Tak pool.“ 


HONEYCOMBED BY INSECTS. 


The Curious Destruction of Lieut. Hamil: 
ton’s Black Walnut Gun- Stock. 


The representations ofa gun stock in the 
accompanying illustration is a curious in- 
stance of animal appetite. The gun is a 
relic ofthe war in the possession of Liaut. 
W. R. Hamilton, now stationed at Fort- 
ress Monroe. In its old age its usefulness 
has been Of a decorative rather than of an 
aggressive character, Occasionally it has 
been used in hunting, 

For the pasttwoorthree years the Lieu- 
tenant has noticed thatthe gun has become 
perceptibly lighter. Heattributed itto the 
possible shrinkage ofthe wood or his own 
imagination. 


Not longago,in removing the n toa 
more convenient place, the Lieutenant 
struck the stock against the wall, breaking 
it off short and leaving the barrelin his 
hands. Surprised at the brittleness of the 
material, he examined the Stock, which was 
apparently a solid and substantial piece of 
black walnut, and discovered that the broken 
end showed a complete honeycombing of 
holes extending into the thick portion. 

It was easy to tear the wood apart, and 
then it was seen that these holes were merely 
the outlets of many little channels cut 
through the wood entirely, manifestly by the 
action of a diminutive insect. The larvo of 
this insect were distributed along the chan- 
nels. Probably generations of the de- 
stroyers, had been born, and had died in the 
confines of this wood, 

A singular fact is that none of the chan- 
nels reached the surfaces of the stock. One 
explanation of this is that the heavy coating 
of varnish on the exterior turned the insects 
back, as it was clearly n to their taste. 
Many of the burrowings reach entireiy out to 
the varnish, and that cOmparatively thin 
film was the only concealment the insect had 
while at the destructive work,

WOOD-MAUDE MILLING CQ. 


Charter Canceled Under the Law of 
1891— What O'ficers Say. 


JEFFERSON Orr, Mo., Jan, 27.—The an- 
nuliment of the charter of the Wood-Maude 
Milling Co. was received te-day by Secretary 
Lesueur, having been forwarded by Circuit 
Clerk Zepp. This is the first paper of this 
nature to be fledinthe Secretary of State’s 
office. 

The Legislature enacted a law in 1891 re. 
quiring each and every corporation to an- 
nually dle with the Secretary of State an 
aMdavit setting forth the fact that the cor- 
poration was not in a pool, trust or combine 
to control prices, etc., which requirement 
was ignored by this company. The act 


referred to makes it the duty of the Secretary 
of State to certify such delinquency to the 
Circult Attorney ot St. Louis, whose duty it 
becomes to Dring suit against the 
company to compel a compliance with 
the law. In case the company con- 
tinves in default the court must 
deciare the charter forfeited and all corpo- 
rate rights and franchises void. 

In i892, the Wood-Maude Milling Co. 
failed, either through neglect or intent, to 
make the required affidavit, and as a result 
must pay the penalty. Thecourt orders the 
President and Board of Directors as trustees 
to settle the affairs of the corporation, pay 
the costs of the suit and also pay a fee of $100 
tothe Circuit Attorney. The Wood-Maude 
Milling Oo. is no longer a corporation, 
and must continue business as a partnership 
or re-incorporate. 

This company was called upon again in 1893 
and promptly made the afitavit, which fact 
makes the delinquency of 1892 and the result- 
ing suit the more remarkable when it is un- 
derstood that the company could easily have 
compromised by making the affidavit even 
after the sult was brought. 


The Wood-Maude Milling Co. operated 
a large corn-meal mill at 938 North 
Main street Jan. 9 of 
this year, plant was 
destroyed by fire.

Mr. Sullivan, 
however, seemed quite surprised when 
he heard the charter had Deen 
annulled. ‘‘It must have been due to an 
Oversight’’ he said, but I know nothing 
about the matter.

HEROIC CURE FOR LEPROSY. 


Fijians Rubbed With a Native Plant and 
Then Steamed Over a Hot Fire 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

The Talmud reads: ‘‘These four are ac- 
counted as dead—the bltad, the leper, the 
poor and the childless.“ 

A singular fact in connettion with thé 
disease of leprosy is that, although this ter 
rible scourge has stalked abroad throughout 
the known world, and has gathered its 


thousands of victims since the earliest his- 
toric times, still, under the searching glare 
ofthe light of modern medical science, no 
sure and complete remedy has as yet been 
discovered. 

A curious cugtomin vogue about thirty 
years ago among the Fiji Islanders was well 
knownin Australta at the time. It seems 
the natives were wont to endeavor to cure 
the victims of leprosy by the smoke of the 
sinugaga (excoecoria agallocha). 

Not even those who had been poisoned by 
handling the deadly juice of this deadly 
plant could form any adequate conception of 
the tortures endured and the heroism dis- 
played by a Fijiam, who voluntarily sub- 
mitted himself to trying the cure of his 
leprosy by the smoke of the sinugaga. The 
patient, usually already half dead with the 
ravages ofthe fearful malady, as @ last re- 
sort was taken to an empty house and 
stripped of every article of clothing. His skin 
was rubbed all over with green leaves and 
then buried in them. A fire was kindled ia 
the center of the room and a few pleces of the 
sinugaga wood laid on it. 

As soon as the black smoke began to rise 
the leper was bound hand and foot, anda 
rope was fastened to his heels, by means of 
which he was drawn up over the fire, with 
his head about fifteen inches from the 
ground. The door closed, his friends retirea 
a short distance, and the victim was left to 
shout, and cry, and plead, while suffocating 
from the dense steam and smoke He was 
often left there to endure this agony for 
pours, until finally he fainted away. 

When his relatives considered it time to 
interfere, the fire was removed, his entire 

scra from head to foot, and gash 
cut into the flesh, from which aes pee 
in streams. He was then lowered m his 
uncomfortable position and laid on mats to 
await the result. 

In many cases it meant life and restoration 
to bealth, butin some cases the constitution 
was not vigorous enou to endure the ter- 
rible ordeal, or the d se bad gained too 
strong a hold upon the sufferer, and death 
released him from his tortures,

Striking Thing About Him 
Except His Fist. 


New Tonk, Jan. 27.—Dr. Edgar C. Beall, 
one of the editors of the Phrenological Journal, 
who has examined Corbettand Mitchell, the 
pugilists, to-day expréssed himself to a 
SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTcH correspondent as 
follows: 4 

Tes, I examined Mitchell several years 
ago, at the time he was expected to fight 
Sullivan, and I made a very careful chart of

intellectual qualities of thought, reflection 
and ability to plan, which distinguish the 
present champion from the majority of his 
Class. If the distance from the ear to his up- 
per forehead were greater and his texture 
finer we might call him a philosopher; as it 
is, he bbe manifest considerable generulship 
and ability to scheme and anticipate conse- 
quences in whatsver business may engage 
his attention. 

His temperament is favorable to endur- 
ance of body ant clearness of thought, His 
hair is dark brown, rather fine, and his eyes 

ray, the former indicating strength, the 
atter activity. His ear is handsome, his 
bands are very well formed and he wears an 
lz glove. His normal weight Is 194 pounds 
and hisheight is 6 feet 14 inches. 

**Mitchell is more stockily bulltyand by the 
numerous curves and tendencies to plump- 
ness in form, the shorter legs, rounded chin, 
full lips, slightly pudgy nose, and prominent 
lower forehead, he shows elements more 
characteristic of the female sex than the 
male. While this combination ts favorable to 
versatiiiiy, and the kind of talent especially 
marked among actors, poets and artists, it 
is not so conducive to pure strength and en- 
durance of bodily motion. Mitchell is far 
from being in any physical sense weak, and 
yet his fiber is not as dense 
or closely woven as Corbett’s. His 
power consists rather of quantity than 
quality, and, from the difficulty of exhaust- 
ing it, of course it may some times prove 
very formidable. As to his ability in the 
prize ring,results would depend largely upon 
the tactics he employed or the methods of 
his adversary. If he could succeed in strik- 
ing with his full foree it would be deadly; 
but Corbett is adapted to deliver and dodge a 
great numberof biows, MNitchell’s tempera- 
ment is more ‘vitai,’ Corbett’s more ‘mo- 
tive;’ or, in the old phraseology, Mitchell 
has more of the ‘sanguine’ and Corbett 
more of the ‘Dilious.’ It ls thus a contest ve 
tween a deep reservoir of vitality anda 
leather-like toughness of fibre. 

**Mitchell’s head is not remarkable for any 
developments in the top or rear, except as to 
approbativeness; Dut there is a long reach 
from the ear forward, showing superior 
depth of the frontal lobes of the brain. It is 
a much more intelligent forhead than Cor- 
bett’s as regards memory, general ability to 
pick up Knowledge, and with his tongue to 
show off what he knows, He has the same 
width between the eyes, as Corbett, evincing 
the talent of appreciating shape, anda taste 
for anything artistic expressed in form, 
There is width ofthe temples at construct- 
iveness, also a harmonious expansion in 
nearly all regions of the forehead, which be.

As far back as Dec. 19, when the national 
bauks last reported to the Comptroller, Dank 
reserves thus deposited under the national 
bank act were $8,000,000 larger than even in 
1892. This difference now its n nearer

individual deposits in New York were less 
than In 1892, but deposits from other Danks 
were $16,000,000 larger and made up more 
than 40 per cent ofthe entire net deposit 
fond. By way of added absurdity, the 
Boston banks, even in December had on 
deposit out of their reserves and chiefly with 
New York institutions $7,700,000 more than in 
1892. Since then they have piled up nearly 
$4,000,000 more in New York City. The state- 
ments of national bankstlin other smaller cit- 
les, West and East, tell the same story. Two 
per cent is a hea tax to pay for such pres- 
tige as New York enjoys, and it is hardly 
likely that even the more ambitious metro- 
Utan banks will continue to pay it much

The Chief of the Weather Bureau directs the 
publication of the following data, compiled 
from the record of observations for the 
month of February, taken at this station for 
a period of twenty-three years. 

It is believed that the facts thus set forth 
will prove of interest to the public, as well as 
the special student, showing as they dothe 
average and extreme conditions of the more 
important meteorological elementsand the 
range within which such variations may be 
expected to keep during any corresponding 
month. 

TEMPERATURE.

It was thought 
the Ibsen craze had been exhausted; that the 
Norwegian dramatist had been forced back 
into the position of an earnest playwright 
after chaving been the apostle of a new the- 
atric and social gospel. Some of the promo- 
ters of the production seemed to think there 
was still vitality in the fad, and point to the 
interest taken as proof that they were right. 
rhe audience was large. Within three days 
thereafter copies of the prose dramas which 


had been, since the failure of the United 
States Book Co., occupying unprofitably 
large store and ware-house room, were de- 
manded at every bookseller’s in the city. 
Within a week a copy of Ghosts“ could not 
be purchased anywhere.

vivedor thata new Ibsen era was inaugu- 
rated. Ghosts“ ministered to New York’s 
morbid taste and therefore ‘‘Ghosts’’ was in 
demand. A drama which has as its central 
motives inherited paresis and incest, with in- 
cidents of preferred crime and suicide has 
justenough tanginit for the Gothamite in 
this year of grace. The undercurrent of 
rumor one hears concerning the philosophy 
and practice of Oscar Wilde had led society 
to expect that in 4 Woman of No 
Importance“ this tang would be found. 
Therefore the wretched play kept the boards 
untii all society had satisfied itself that it 
was utterly fat and—as I heard it expressed— 
„as moral as Shore Acres. 

I sat through Ghosts, — | in my 
Western soul alithe horror the unflinching 
surgeon of society felt in writing it. I had no 
satistaction in the excellencies uf the work, 
considered as a play, nor in the skill of the 
players. Thechattering monkeys about me 
were reveling in the sensation which to-day 
chilis my spine and sickens my stomach. 
„How perfect he was!“ one woman said of 
Courtenay Thorpe, who, as the retic Avel - 
ing, held the center in a scene of agony. 

How perfect!’’ Ugh! 

But to read Ibsen is hot now enough. The 
Berkeley Lyceum experiment must be re- 
peated.

Once, Hl., Jan. N. - Tus latest report of 
the Auditor of the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition practically closes the record of the 
Onances of the enterprise and leaves very 
little room for further speculation as to the 
question of profit and loss, Of course, in the 
domain of indirect profits there will always 
be room for iguring, bat Chicago knows now 
with sufficient accuracy what are the dimen- 
sions ofthe financial problem of a World’s 
Fair. Considering how extremely vague 
were the ideas held on this subject a year 
ago, this must be regarded asa valuable 
contribution to the education of Chicago, 

The oellef was quite prevalent early im 1993

000 of people, the major 
toa nation whose 

members travel far less than ours and who 
are extremely close in the spending of 
money. Chicago could be content with noth- 

Ing less than a n per cent advance on the 
numberof the Paris tickets of admission, 
and really expected as much as 50 per cent, 

In this speculationthe fact was not for- 

gotten that the avera price paid for ad- 

mission in Paris dd not exceed 18 
cents each, Leaving out all question 
of juvenile admissions, some of them 
at 25 cents and some at 10 cents, the 
gate receipts at Jackson Park showed in 
round numbers an aggregate of adult admis- 
sions amounting to 21,500,000; that is to say, 
the ngures of the gate receipts are $10,601,279. 
Of course, Ohicago had to reckon with the 
hard times, and had the enormous disadvan- 
tage to contend with of the completion of the 
Fair buildings being delayed till six weeks 
after the nominal date of opening. It must 
be remembered that had the average admis- 
sions of the last two months been reached 
even in July, the original calculations of 
— people would not have been so seri- 
ously belied. 

In one respect these calculations have been 
very closely justified; thatisin the receipts 
from concessions and privileges, which show 
in the latest report of the auditor a total of 
$3,795,619. In addition to these there is $798, - 
819 put down as general receipts, part of 
which probably belonged to what is generally 
denominated income from concessions, ’’ 
When it is remembered that the revenue of 
the Paris Exposition of 1889 from this source 
was only $400,000, and that the estimate made 
— Mr. Higinbotham of the probable revenue 
of the Columbian Exposition from the same 
source was $4,000,000, the business like close- 
ness of the management of this part of the 
Fair will be at once recognized. 

The items of expenditure which render the 
World’s Columbian Exposition — pe among 
world’s fairs come under the head of ‘‘con- 
struction. Thetotalof these at the close 
the year amounted to $18,511,618, or $5,500,000 
more than what may be calied the legitimate 
income ofthe Fair. In addition to these the 
general and operating expenses show a total 
of $7,427,977, or about 80 per cent of this in- 
come. To these should properly be added a 
charge for post-Exposition expenses of $716,- 
149 and still another item of $90,674 put down 
underthe head of * „ we | organiza- 
tion.. The gate receipts of the Paris fair 
represent about 52 per cent of the total cost 
of the enterprise, while those of the Colum- 
Dian Exposition fall somewhat short of 40 per 
cent of the total cost up to date. 

At the present time the net assets of the 
Fair are calculated at $1,677,519, but from 
this must be deducted the amount of esti- 
mated liadilities, $388,812, which would leave 
a balance of assets tothe amount of $1, 293,- 
707. As the capital stock of the enterprise to 
$5,606,495 and the bonds issued by the city of 
Chicago in ald of the Fair, which rank with 
the stock, amount to $5,000,000, the dividend 
to be declared ig evidently not likely to 
exceed 10 percent. Aithough this is a much 
more modest result than any Chicago man 
would have admitted to be likely a year ago, 
it is very much more favorable than was 
generally predicted when the Fair was half 
over. At that time it was extremely doubt- 
ful whether tbe corporation would be able 
to pay its debenture bonds and the prospect 
of . receivership was at times uncomfortably 
real. 
It should be noted that Chicago’s obliga- 
tion to the National Government on account 
of souvenir coins and premiums on the same 
amounts to $2,446,699. The original appropri- 
ation was $2,500,000. But a little over $500, - 
6000 was taken from this to pay the expenses 
of the Bureau of Awards. It would there- 
fore appear that the premium on the Co- 
lumbDian half dollars has realized but a trifle 
over $500,000. Thisisa disappointing result, 
as it was confidently expected to secure $1 
each tor the entire 500,000 of 60-cent pieces 
colned for the benefit of the exposition. 
There have 8 been other 
disappointments in realizing on the as- 
sets of the company in the shape 
of buildings, decorations. and meterial 
generally. The salvage receipts up to date 
have been only $35,738, and though these may 
be somewhat increased it is not at all proba- 
ble, in view of the bargain which the Expo- 
sition company made with the South Park 
Commissioners, that they will reach more 
than a fraction of the amount originally esti- 
mated.
